Two U. S. Bombers Lost 
in Third Attack on Port

LONDON, Oct. 3 (Sunday) (AP), 
— American Flying Fortresges, 
again escorted by long-range Thun-

Fortresses were lost. 


The Fortresses knocked down 14 
enemy planes and the fighters five,

Marauders, escorted and covered 
by Roya] Air Force Dominion and 
Allied Spitfires, attacked the air- 
field at St. Omer-Longuenesse in 
Northern France. 

New Night Raids Indicated. 

There were indications of con- 
tinuing attacks early Sunday 
against Hitler's so-called European 
fortress which now is being sub- 
jected to aerial hammering from 
both British and Mediterranean 
bases. An air alert sounded in 
Bern, Switzerland. Radio stations 
in Berlin, Munich, and other cities 
also went off the air late last 
night. 

The Emden raid was the third 
big blow on Axis targets in two 
days. 

Emden, the Nazis’ main North 
Sea merchant shipping port since 
Hamburg was wrecked, was an 
Allied target two days during the 
past week. Fortresses hit the city 
during the daylight hours Monday 
and the R. A. F. continued the 
hammering that night. 

In yesterday's attack, as in the 
Monday daylight raid, single-en- 
gined Thunderbolt fighters went 
all the way to cover the Fortresses, 
a round trip of approximately 800 
miles. 

Returning pilots described the 
Emden attack as successful and 
reported it was completed against 
moderately stiff air and ground 
opposition. 

A few German raiders dropped 
bombs near two East Anglia towns 
today causing a brief air raid 
alert in London, the first since 
Sept. 15. 

United States Eighth Air Force 
officers maintained silence on a 
German radio report that “Ameri- 
can bombers had joined the Royal 
Air Force in an assault Friday 
night on the Ruhr industrial city 
of Hagen, which is both a rail 
center and an important industrial 
target.

200 Bombers Used in Raids. 

Whether or not it has joined in 
the night bombing, the Highth Air 
Force has quadrupled, at least, the 
power of its heavy raids on Ger- 
many and France since a year 
ago.

raid, and this average likely was 


much exceeded on a number of 
recent raids. During September 
the American planes dropped more 
than 8000 tons of bombs. 

A summary of United States 
Eighth Air Force operations for 
September disclosed the average 
bomb load per plane now is about 
two-and-a-half American tons, as 
against one-and-a-half-ton load es- 
timate last fall and winter. 

The total bomb load dropped on 
the enemy by Fortresses and Lib- 
erators alone in September was 
5400 tons. This is probably some- 
thing less than half the R. A. F.’s 
total on about the same number of 
big raids—the United States Army 
Air Force making 10 and the R. 
A. F. nine. But two different 
kinds of bombing were involved 
precision bombing as against area 
bombing. 

The American total was in- 
creased to something over 8000 
tons by the Marauder medium 
bombers which tripled their Aug- 
ust operations by dropping 2790 
tons in some 20 raids. Marauders 
carry about a ton of bombs each, 
— the average raiding force 
more than 100 planes. 


NAZIS OFFERED RUSSIA TRUCE 
LAST JUNE, BUDAPEST REPORTS 


BERN, Oct. 2 (AP).—A dispatch 
from Budapest to the newspaper 
La Suisse today said Germany had 
offered Russia an armistice last 
June shortly before the ill-fated 
Nazi summer offensive began. 

The Budapest dispatch said Rus- 
sia now was expected to take sur- 
prising new political measures in 
relation to Germany comparable 
with those of 1939 when Russia 
and Germany signed a non-aggres- 
sion pact, which preceded the Ger- 
man invasion of Poland. 

Similar reports of separate Ger- 
Mman-Russian peace negotiations 
have been coming out of Axis-con- 
trolled countries recently.

NAZIS BEGIN PURGE OF DANISH 
JEWS; SWEDEN OFFERS HAVEN 


1600 of Nation’s 6000 Reported Rounded 
Up, Home for Aged Raided—Some Already 
Deported to Germany, Poland.

STOCKHOLM, Oct.2 (AP).—The 
Danish News Service said tonight 
the Nazis had rounded up 1600 of 
Denmark's 6000 Jews in a reign of 
terror which already has prompted 
Sweden to intercede with an offer 
of haven for the victims and a 
warning for the German op- 
pressors. 

Jews, from babies to nonagena- 
rians, were seized, and a Jewish 
home for the aged was raided. 
Three German transports were an- 
chored off Copenhagen, the news 
agency said, the ships apparently 
being intended to transport the 
Jews east. 

The' Swedish Government an- 
nounced formally that it had askea 
Germany to permit Danish Jews 
to come to Sweden, but a Swedish 
spokesman said there were strong 
rumors the Germans already had 
begun to deport the Jews to Ger- 
many and Poland. 

German officials announced the 
Jews were being “removed from 
public life” in Denmark. Wide- 
spread arrests, made only after 
Storm Troop and Gestapo rein- 
forcements had been sent to Den- 
mark, were begun the night of 
Sept. 30 and early yesterday morn- 
ing, coinciding with the Jewish 
holidays. 

Swedes Warn Germany. 

The Swedish Minister to Berlin, 
the Swedish announcement. said 
tonight, formally offered refuge 
for Danish Jews, at the same time 
telling Nazi officials the purge 
would have what he described as 
“serious repercussions” in Sweden. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said he was not prepared to com- 
ment on the nature of the reper- 
cussions, - 

So far, he said, Berlin has not 


replied to the offer. 


The Swedish Government is 
providing care for Jewish refugees 
who already have fled to Sweden. 
Three hundred reached Sweden 
yesterday. 

Although the state of siege in 
Denmark continued in full force, 
establishing a record length of 
more than a month, Danish re- 
sistance appeared to be hardening 
instead of slackening. 

Today's German announcement 
of the purge said that Danish 
soldiers interned during the period 
of open revolt against the Nazis in 
late August would be released soon. 
Danish* sources here said Prince 
Viggo, nephew of King Christian 
and an active officer in the Hus- 
sars, was the only member of the 
Royal family still interned. 

Nazi Announcement. 

Today's German announcement 
in Copenhagen said: 

“Interned Danish soldiers will be 
reléased within a few days by order 
of competent German quarters. An 
official German statement Satur- 
day emphasized that it is now 
possible to fulfill the wish of the 
Danish population for the friends 
of the interned soldiers, because

GERMANS CALLED 
TNHUMANE ENEMY’ 
BY TALIAN KING 


Vittorio Emanuele Says 
Nation’s Armed Forces 


Have Taken Up Fight 
Against Nazis. 


LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP).—King 
Vittorio Emanuele tonight de- 
nounced the Germans as an “in- 
humane enemy,” condemned the 
“illegitimate shadow government” 
of Benito Mussolini and appealed 
to the Italian people to rally to 
Premier Marshal Pietro Badoglio, 
“the interpreter of my will.” 

In the first direct appeal to the 
Italian people since the establish- 
ment of Mussolini's “Fascist re- 
public,” the King, broadcasting 
from Bari, declared “the father- 
land’s sacred soil must be freed 
as soon as possible from a secular 
enemy who has been unable to con- 
ceal his natural instinct of op- 
pression and hatred.” 

Hinting at a possible Italian dec- 
Jaration of war against Germany, 
the King said Italian troops, the 
air force and Navy had taken up 
the fight against the Germans 
“with renewed enthusiasm.” 

The broadcast was recorded by 
the Ministry of Information. 

The King declared that “our 
Navy, after proof of the conscien- 
tious loyalty and discipline required 
by the armistice, is again sailing 
the seas of the fatherland, with the 
tricolor flying as high as ever.” 

He explained at the outset of his 
broadcast that he had gone to a 
“free part” of Italy with his son 
(Prince Umberto) and the Govern- 
ment “in the hope of preventing 
more serious damage to Rome 
» « « the intangible capital of the 
fatherland.” 

Bern dispatches told, meanwhile, 
of the first Rome-dated Swiss Tele- 
graphic Agency report since the 
occupation of the capital, which 
asserted that Mussolini’s proclama- 
tion of a Fascist republic had pro- 
voked little sympathy and said the 
working people were more con- 
cerned with economic than political 
questions.

tingling signal. 

“Here it is,” intoned a voice over 
the loudspeaker. 

“General quarters! 
man battle stations!” 

Sailors raced along the decks 
and up from below decks. Officers 
gulped another bite of food or 
swallowed the last of their coffee, 
grabbed helmets and hurried to 
their posts. 


Hatches were slammed shut. The 
ventilation system was cut off. The 
inside of the ship was hot and 
stifling. 

On deck gunners strained their 
eyes into the hot sun. Lookouts 
swept the skies with glasses. Red 
danger ‘flags flapped from the 
ship's masts. The rumble of guns 
rolied across the water and on the 
beach ships disgorged men, wea- 

ons and supplies into the Allied 
eachhead., 
Nazis Planes Scream Down. 

Now Bomber’s Alley was tense 
and waiting. Suddenly they came 
diving out of the sun—four Focke- 
Wulfs screaming down in echelon. 
A single gun stuttered, spurting 
tracers which ripped the blue sky 
with streaks of white. As though 
waiting for that signal dozens of 
guns roared, 

The planes dropped their bombs 
and raced for safety. One suddenly 
burst into flame and dived into the 
sea, Another wobbled, straightened 
out and then dived gracefully to 
destruction. : 

Three bombs fell harmlessly, but 
a fourth found its target. Black 
smoke boiled from a nearby ship 
and flames spewed out in orange 
tongues, Smal boats raced to the 
stricken vessel. 

A short time later the boats 
came alongside our ship with the 
injured and wounded—men' with 
clothes burned from their bodies, 
men dazed from shock and with 
eyes glazed with pain and horror 
at what had happened to them. 
They did not ery or whimper. They 
made no sound at all. 

This was the terrible heart- 
breaking side of war—the side of 
war that people at home rarely 
ever hear about and never see. 
This was the inevitable price of 
victory. 

Hit Living Quarters. 

On the ship these men had left 
were piled bodies of dead. A bomb 
had exploded in their living quar- 
ters. The blast blew the men into 
a grotesque heap at one end of 


All hands 


their bunk room. Most of them 
never knew what hit them. 


Some of the casualties came 
aboard in stretchers. Others man- 
aged to clamber across the rail. 
One lanky seaman’s clothes flapped 
in ribbons. Skin hung in strips 
from his arms, back and legs. He 
came aboard unaided. The blond 
youngster rubbed his bloody face. 
Red ooze dripped between his fin- 
gers. A chunky lad burned coal 
black was covered with feathers 
from a burst pillow. 


One seaman looked up. Hig face 
was torn with shrapnel. He 
grinned ata friend. “I was lucky,” 
he croaked. 

Our ship never was intended to 
be used as a hospital ship. The 
little sick bay had bunks for only 
four patients. 


But this made no difference to 
the Michigan doctor who was the 
ship’s medical officer. The only 
thing important was that these 
men had to have immediate medi- 
cal care and there was no hospital 
ship in the immediate area. So 
our ship became a mercy ship. 


A large room was hastily con- 
verted into a hospital ward. Some 
were en to the radio machine 
shop, others into the officers’ bunk 
room, 

The doctor in charge was Lt. 
Cc. G. Walcott of Fenton, Mich. 
Within 30 minutes he had the pa- 
tients settled and was giving them 
first aid with the help of his small 
staff. 


Fortunately the sick bay was 
well stocked with medical sup- 
plies, and Walcott had a fairly 
complete set of surgical instru- 
ments. 


Two men with mangled hands 
had to have amputations so “Doc” 
conyerted the radio transmitter 
room into an operating room. The 
metal table became the operating 
table. 

“Please, Doc,” one of the men 
said, “take the ring off that finger. 
I want to save it.” 

“Why?” Walcott asked. 

“It's my lucky ring.” 

All night Walcott cared for his 
patients, giving them blood trans- 
fusions, fighting shock, easing 
pain. 

The explosion had splintered the 
wooden door and driven splinters 
into the face and eyelids of one 
man. 

“They stuck out of him like por- 
cupine quills,” Walcott said. 

The 41-year-old doctor has had 
little rest since the invasion 
started. One of his most valuable 
helpers is Signalman: First Class 
lL.

PEANUT BUTTER PRICE CUT 
SUBSIDY PLAN ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
A subsidy program designed to re- 
duce the price of peanut butter to 
consumers from a level of 33.1 
cents a pound to about 26.5 cents’ 
was announced jointly today by 
the War Food Administration and 
the Office of Price Administration, 

The 26.5 figure is an average 
price, although OPA’s_ general 
manager, Chester Bowles, recently 
said that a “top price” of around 
26 cents was sought. OPA sources 
estimated unofficially that the 
new prices would range from 
about 23 to 30 cents. 

Rebate payments of four and 
one-half cent a pound of peanut 
butter sold for home consumption 
will be made to manufacturers by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, which is the sole buyer and 
seller of farmers’ stock peanuts. 

The program will become ef- 
fective as soon as administrative 
details can be completed.

Observance of National Fire

Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams refused yesterday to grant 
Victor Packman authority to with- 
draw as appointed counsel for 
Andrew Brinkley, charged with 


second-degree murder in the kill-

Judge Williams ruled Packman’s 
reason not sufficient and under 
statutes of Missouri the court held 
discretionary power to name coun- 
sel when a defendant had de- 
clared he was unable to employ 
lawyers. Light did not interpose 
any objection to serving and was 
preparing to proceed yesterday, al- 
though he told the court he was 
experiencing difficulty in getting 
copies of police reports and other 
data necessary to a defense.

EXPECTS FWA TO PAY ENTIRE 
COST. OF NEW COUNTY SEWERS 


Prospects are “extremely favor- 
able” that the Federal Works Ad- 
ministration will pay the entire 
cost of a proposed six-million-dol- 
lar sewer system for congested 
areas of St. Louis County near war 
plants, County Counsellor Erwin 
F. Vetter announced at Washington 
yesterday. 

Since the areas to be served are 
in unincorporated sections of the 
county, Vetter said the County 
Court would be expected to make 
application for the grant of funds 
as sponsor, Vetter is one of a 
delegation of five now in Wash- 
ington to urge construction of the 
sewers. 

He said the Lanham Act author- 
izes FWA to pay the total cost of 
such improvements when they fill 
a need arising from the war 
emergency. The new lines, if built, 
will be connected with present 
county sewer lines, he said.

“I want to report to the people,” 
Mayor Kaufmann said in a pre- 
pared statement, “concerning the 
city administration’s decision to 
improve our airport facilities at 
Lambert Field, since the proposed 
Columbia Bottoms site has been 
abandoned.” 

The Mayor said that about $300,- 
000 of the $4,500,000 nd issue 
funds has been expended in im- 
provements on the present field, 
not yet developed to its maximum 
potentialities. 

As to Postwar Traffic. 

Continuing, he expressed the be- 
lief that Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
when enlarged as now proposed, 
would accommodate postwar traf- 
fic, passenger and freight. He said 
it was not necessary to have sep- 
arate fields for passenger and 
freight traffic, and that he had 
made inquiries, but: had _ not 
learned of any city which used 
separate passenger and freight air 
terminals. Freight is now being 
handled by air at Lambert Field 
for the aircraft companies in war 
production there. 

“Lambert Field,” Mayor Kauf- 
mann said, “now has facilities 
which very few American airports 
have, namely, a combination of 
railway, highway and ere ten 
terminal facilities. These facilities 
can be extended to meet foresee- 
able demands. Our engineers be- 
lieve Lambert Field very readily 
can be developed eastwardly, The 
land in this area is ideally suited 
for such development. It is rolling 
country and can be developed 
rapidly, with a minimum of en- 
gineering as compared to any 
other location, Therefore, Lambert 
Field quickly can be developed in- 
to one of the major airports of the 
nation, which would enable St. 
Louis to be ready to handle all 
anticipated postwar air traffic, 
without waiting for a Government 
grant. Incidentially, a Government 
grant may never be forthcoming. 

Hopes For Post War Use. 

“The question has been asked 
whether the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration would permit a large 
airport’ of the type contemplated 
at Lambert Field to be used for 
the varied types of anticipated 
air traffic. No one can answer this 
question definitely. But a survey 
of other large cities and. at Lam- 
bert Field indicates that freight 
and passenger traffic are at 
present being handled at the same 
airports. 

“It is reasonable then to assume 
that with Lambert Field enlarged 
and developed etxensively, the CAA 
would approve such use of Lam- 
bert Field in the postwar era. 
There is no one in authority now 
who can say such dual use would 
be denied after the war. Conse 
quently, it woul appear that ex- 
pending our bond issue funds for 
the complete expansion and de- 
velopment of Lambert Field is the 
only sensible and practicable step 
which can be taken. 

Money for Development. 

“St. Louis is now designated as a 
Navy Air Division. Presently, our 
facilities at Lambert Field are be- 
ing used as a training center for 
Navy flying students. And it is 
possible we may be able to induce 
the Navy to participate finaneially 
in the further development of 
Lambert Field. 

“On his recent visit to Kansas 
City, Director of Public Utilities 
Milton Kinsey wag informed by the 
highest ranking authority of the 
CAA that all funds for immediate 
development of any airport are al- 
ready earmarked, and that further 
allocation of any such funds is not 
contemplated.” 

The Mayor mentioned the possi- 
bility that future air transporta- 
tion developments, particularly the 
helicopter, might make the dis- 
tance of an airport from the city 
a less important consideration 
than it is now, and that an airport 
50 miles from St. Louis may be 
almost as near to the downtown 
center, in time, as one in St, Louis 
County.

AT DEMOGRATIC 


44 CONVENTION 


Fewer Delegates, How- 
ever, Due to Reduction 
in Number of Fraction- 
al Ballots. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
The 1944 Democratic national con- 
vention will have a total of 1176 
delegates with one vote each, or 
76 more than the one which 
President Roosevelt his third nomi- 
nation at Chicago in 1940. 

Chairman Frank C. Walker of 
the party’s national committee 
made this announcement today 
nearly three months in advance of 
the committee meeting in Decem- 
ber to select a convention city, 
which is also the customary time 
for officially announcing the new 
convention voting strength. 

The early announcement was 
interpreted by some party officials 
as a move to head off possible 
friction at the December meeting 
over allotments of delegates. 

Bonus For 1940 Vote. 

The allowance of 76 more dele- 
gates next year is in accordance 
with the decision of the 1940 con- 
vention authorizing a bonus of two 
additional delegates at large from 
each state casting its electorial vote 
for the party’s presidential ticket 
that year. Thirty-eight states with 
an electoral vote of 449 went for 
the ae ype pa ne ticket. 

The 10 states giving a majority 
for the Willkie-McNary Republi- 
can slate were Colorado, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Nebraska; North and South Da- 
kota and Vermont—with an aggre- 
gate electorial vote of 82. 

The two-delegate arrangement 
voted by the 1940 convention was 
regarded at the time as compensa- 
tion to the Democratic-voting 
Southern states which lost what 
they regarded as a balance of pow- 
er in choosing presidential] nomi- 
nees when the 1936 convention dis- 
carded the rule requiring a two- 
thirds vote to select a candidate. 

Some Southern Governors have 
said recently that a move would 
be made at the next convention to 
abandon the majority rule for the 
old two-thirds system. Veteran 
party leaders believe if this at- 
tempt is made it will fail. 

Fewer Fractional Votes. 

While the voting strength in the 
1944 convention will be increased, 
there will actually be fewer dele- 
gates. Walker’s statement today 
recalled the 1940 convention’s ac- 
tion to do away with fractional- 
voting delegates such as those who 
crowded the last convention with 
one-eighth, one-sixteenth and, in 
some cases, even one-thirty-second 
of a vote. Next year no delegate 


‘DESPERATE’ NEED TO SAVE 
TIRES, RUBBER MEN SAY 


Transportation Breakdown Predicted Unless 
Labor and Equipment for Synthetic 
‘Plants Are Provided. 


Oct. 2 (AP).—A 
possible breakdown in_rubber- 
borne transportation unless im- 
mediate and drastic tire conserva- 
tion measures are taken was pre- 
dicted today by exeeutives of five 
major Akron rubber companies. 


A survey of the _ industry’s 
leaders brought into sharp focus 
steps taken by the government to 
prevent exhaustion of the present 
small stock of new truck and pas-

vei senger car tires before the indus- 


try can get into volume produc- 
tion of synthetic tires. 

Rubber executives viewed the 
new reduction in value of B and 
C gasoline rations coupons from 
three to two gallons as a major 
help in tire conservation. Other 
steps in this direction were the 
20 per cent cut in the October 
quotas of passenger car tires and 
the boosting to 601 miles the es- 
sential monthly driving a car 
owner must do before he is elig- 
ible for a new passenger car tire 
ration certificate. 

President William O’Neil of the 
General Tire & Rubber Co. said 
the nation’s stock of tires now was 
less than three million, He said 
the supply problem was mainly 
one of man power. 

Tires now on the nation’s pas- 
senger cars are being burned up 
by widespread violation of the 
35-mile-an-hour driving ule, in- 
dustry leaders indicated. 

Technical Problems. 

Meanwhile, in addition to the 
man-power problem, manufactur- 
ers are facing technical problems 
in handling synthetic and a 
threatened shortage of tire fabric. 


“We are today in a rubber cri- 
sis,” commented John IL. Collyer, 
president of the B. F. Goodrich Co. 
“Increasing quantities of rubber 
are coming from government- 
owned synthetic plants, but it can- 
not be converted into the hundreds 
‘of vital war products or into tires 
urgently needed for trucks, busses 
and civilian automobiles if ade 
quate man power and additional 
production capacities are not made 
available without delay.” 

Referring to the Government de- 
mand for at least 30 million pas- 
senger car synthetic tires in 1944, 
Executive Vice-President Lee R. 
Jackson of the Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co. said that “unless pre- 
cautions are taken there is great 
danger of a serious breakdown in 
our transportation and a conse- 
quent disruption of our war pro- 
duction effort.” 


Desperate Need to Conserve. 

President J. P. Seiberling of the 
iSeiberling Rubber Co. said that 
“never before was the need for 
tire conservation so desperate,” 
adding: “It is going to be impos- 
sible to produce enough tires to 
keep freight and passengers roll- 
ing satisfactorily until difficulties 
in processing synthetic rubber into 
finished tires are solved; until 
man-power and equipment short- 
ages are eased, and unless we 
avert a developing fabric short- 
age.” 

From E. J. Thomas, president 
of Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
came a warning that “the situation 
can become very serious, and I 
wouldn’t suggest to anyone that 
he cease paying the strictest at- 


tention to making his present tire 
last ag long as possible.”

NOT ENOUGH SMOKELESS COAL 
TO GO AROUND, ICKES WARNS 


WASHIGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
Production of smokeless-type bitu- 
minous coal will not be adequate 
to supply householders who nor- 


mally depend on this grade of win- 
ter fuel, Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes said today. 

Ickes, Solid Fuels Administrator, 
ordered 38,250 tons of low-volatile 
coal, in addition to normal ship- 
ments, moved into the Detroit area 
during October to heip a situation 
occasioned by war-expanded pop- 
ulation. But he warned that do- 
mestic consumers of smokeless bi- 
tuminous everywhere must plan 
now to burn high-volatile coals. 

The low-volatile coal is necessary 
in making steel, Ickes explained. 
Stocks of this coal will not supply 


the steel mills and domestic users, ,

Applicants for Supple- 
mental Coupons to Meet 
B, C Cut Must Wait Un- 
til Oct. 15, However. 


Holders of B and C gasoline ra- 
tion cards who can prove the one- 
third cut in the value of supple- 
mental coupons has imposed «e« 
severe handicap on essential driv- 
ing will be given additional cou- 
pons, Alfred S. Wade, gasoline 
rationing officer for the Eastern 
Missouri district, announced yes 
terday. 

Requests for additional coupon 
allotments, however, should not be

Louis County Rationing Board, 
which met yesterday to study the 
problem of dealing with essential 
driving which might suffer from 
Friday's reduction of B and C 
coupon values from three to two 
gallons, asked motorists not to 
apply for additional allotments 
until a week or 10 days before 
their present allotments expire, 
and to mail their applications 
rather than bring them in person. 

Overconsumption of gasoline in 
the Middle West and Southwest at 
present is estimated to be at the 
rate of 75,000 barrels a day, which 
is equivalent to more than 50 mil- 
lion miles of driving, William H, 
Bryan, St. Louis district director 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, said yesterday in appealing 
to motorists to -use their supple- 
mental gasoline rations sparingly. 

“Boards will restore decreased 
mileage because of the reduced 
value of gasoline coupons only 
upon positive proof of actual need,” 
he said. 

“The employes in war plants 
have made considerable headway 
in forming share-the-ride clubs 
but, by and large, the public has 
not accomplished a great deal 
along this line.

‘Dead American soldiers 
who had been wearing rings had 
been found in other areas with 
ring fingers cut off, and Japs with 
fingers covered with class rings 
from American colleges were Cap- 
tured later. So the Marines were 
forbidden to wear any rings in 
battle. 

“They were also prevented from 
wearing military insignia or ad- 
dressing their leaders by their 
military titles, lest the Jap snipers 
try .to pick off the officers.

McClellan Says He'll Of- 


fer It as Substitute for 
Any Committee Pro- 
posal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).—A 
move to force a Senate vote on the 
Fulbright “lasting peace” resolu- 
tion gained atrength today with an 
announcement by Senator McClel- 
lan (Dem.), Arkansas, that he will 
offer this House-approved measure} 
as a substitute for any other pro- 
posal the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee may submit. 

McClellan told a reporter he be- 


lieved the Senate ought to have an 
opportunity to express its senti- 


ment on the foreign policy declara- 
tion passed by the House, 360 to’ 
29, on Sept. 21. 

“Of all the resolutions intro-| 
duced on the subject,” McClellan | 
said, “I think it is the simplest, 
most direct and safest in its Jim- 
itations. It lays the cornerstone 
for a definite, proper and wise for- 
eign policy, leaving details to be 
worked out.” 

The resolution would put Con- 
gress on record as favoring Amer- 
ican participation in “appropriate 
international machinery” with pow- 
er to preserve the peace. ! 

There has been some reluctance 
noted on prompting debate on in- 
ternational issues at this time, 
when important Russian-British- 
American talks are approaching. 

In this connection, Representa- 
tive Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 


said today that the “prospect of in- | 


temperate debate by a small minor- 
ity of Senators” is no justification 
for “evading” action now. Contin- 
ued Senate delay, he said, merely 
would “play into the hands of those 
few intemperate Senators.” He ex- 
pressed pleasure that Chairman 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee “has decided to proceed imme- 
diately with the drafting of a res- 
olution.” He mentioned “a resolu- 
tion” rather than referring directly 
to his own. 

A subcommittee voted Wednes- 
day to write its own version of a 
foreign policy statement, and the 
preliminary draft was completed 
last night by Connally and others. 
It was described as “stronger” and 
more definite in its terms than the 
Fulbright proposal.

Chairman of Special 
House Group Asks 
WPB Chief to Testify 


on Other Measures. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
Sufficient newsprint “to maintain 
the services and solvency of the 
free press in America” is sought by 
Chairman Boren (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, of a special House commit- 
tee investigating the newsprint 
shortage. 

In a letter to Donald Nelson, 
Chairman of the War -Production 


Board, Boren questioned Nelson's 
statement that “further curtail- 


ments of newsprint are inevitable 
through a large part of 1944.” 
“We do not wish to accept the 


inevitability of further curtail- 
ments without closest considera- 
tion of all the facts and without 
being convinced that every proper 
thing which can be done is being 
done to maintain the supply,” 
Boren said. In this connection he 
asked Nelson to appear before the 
committee next Thursday, when it 
resumes hearings. 

Shipments Abroad Questioned. 

Boren’s letter stressed the possi- 
bilities of reduction of consumption 
by less essential users, and asked 
about Government agency require- 
ments, particularly on overseas 
shipments. 

“Tt is our understanding that the 
Lend-lease Administration expect- 
ed to ship 20,000 tons and the Bu- 
reau of Economic Warfare 28,000 
tons in 1943,” Boren said. “We 
should like to know, if possible, 
the destination of this, newsprint 
and why, in view of Canada’s 
greater resources, it is felt neces- 
sary for the United States to ex- 
port 48,000 tons.” 

He requested Nelson's opinion, 
too, on “the practicability of re- 
ducing the weight of newsprint to 
the end that a larger number of 
newspaper pages could be printed 
from the total tonnage available.” 

Queries Put to Nelson. 

Nelson also was asked to ex- 

lain: 

1. Results of attempts to prevent 
further migration of woods) labor.

own medicine. 

“After we knocked them out of 
the temple they took to the roofs,” 
Smart said. “We kept right after 
them and finally cornered them 
and forced them to give up.” 

It then became a problem of 
protecting the prisoners from the 
threatening crowd and the more 
fanatical members of the, guer- 
rilla bands, Smart added. 

No American Casualties. 

The whole battle was fought 
without the American troops suf- 
fering a single casualty. 

“We were taught back in our 
battle training school in North 
Africa how to do this street fight- 
ing without sticking our necks 
out,” explained one infantryman. 
“It’s a science—just like playing 
baseball.” . 

After the firing died out the 
friendly Italians surged around 
our jeep and begged for food and 
water. An old man in the crowd 
pointed proudly at a group of 
dirty little Italian boys and said 
“they killed Germans too.” Point- 
ing at one boy, who was no more 
than 12 years old, he pantomimed 
how the lad had slipped up behind 
a German soldier at night and 
stabbed him to death. The boy 
smiled and nodded and those in 
the crowd patted his head. 

In the hospital courtyard an 
Italian. jerked open a door and 
said “prisoner inside.” Grinning 
ae pointed to a dead German sol- 

er, 

Scene in the Hospital. 


Opening the main door of the 
hospital our group, which included 
George Biddle, a Philadelphia 
artist, Chris Cunningham of the 
United Press, Charles Seawood, 
Acme photographer, and Sgt. Art 
Everett, former Bay City (Mich.) 
newspaper man, was assailed by 
the odor of ether and the stench 
of blood and the unwashed bodies 
of the living. Blood dried where 
it caked on the floor of flesh— 
there was no water to wash it off. 
- On one closed door frantic men 
and weeping women beat with bare 
knuckles. Attendants, who let 
them pass through a few at a 
time, admitted us into this store- 
house’of the dead, where the bodies 
of those who had been killed in 
the street fighting or who had died 
of wounds in the hospital had lain 
awaiting identification. Those 
longest dead had been placed in 
plain wooden coffins on which oth- 
er corpses were laid. 
| Among the dead were nine Ger- 
man soldiers, one Italian colonel, 
two Italian soldiers and 33 Italian 
sailors. Most of the others were 
guerrillas slain by the Germans, or 
men, women and children caught 
in the line of fire in the streets 
or in their homes. 

An 8-year-old boy lay with a 
rosary gripped in his hand which 
almost covered the hole in his 
abdomen ripped open by a German 
bullet. Nearby was an old man 
who was so thin you ‘could circle 
his,thigh with a finger and thumb.

He apparently had: died of starva- 
tion, 
Screams of Survivors. 


As survivors identified the bodies 
they screamed in grief and those 
unseen behind the door waiting to 
get in took up their cry. 

“Street fighting broke out after 
the Germans ordered the citizens 
to give up their guns and told 30,- 
000 Italian men of the classes of 
1910 and 1925 to report for labor 
conscription Sept. 24,” said our in- 
terpreter, Umberto Franco, an 
Italian glass manufacturer. “When 
only 150 men reported, the Ger- 
mans shot down the next day 17 
Carabinieri (state police) in cold 
blood. 

“The Germans said they would 
kill all people found with guns in 
their homes after that date. We do 
not keep guns, but many soldiers 
turned their carbines over to our 
young people or joined with them 
in fighting the Germans, who be- 
gan killing at will.” 

It was almost impossible to re- 
main more than a few moments in 
this room of death. 

“We were unablé to bury them 
because we have no carts to re- 
move the bodies,” said the director 
of the hospital, Prof. Josef Mari- 
nelli. “Come, I will take you 
through the rest of the hospital. 
We have 1500 patients—600 of 
them suffering from war wounds,” 

Hospital Only Sanctuary. 

He opened the door to the first 
of three great halls of misery and 
pointed down the long room where 
a third of the patients had been 
stretched ‘out on mattresses on 
the floor between double rows of 
beds, Each sick or wounded per- 
son was surrounded by relatives 
who had found the hospital the 
only sanctuary from danger. 

Through his secretary, Mme. 
Maleville Lucienne, who translated 
for him into English, he said 
bitterly: 

“We have nothing with which to 
treat them — no morphine, no. 
serums, no more gauze or adhes- 
ive tape, no medicines of any kind, 
no food, no water even. Before 
they left the Germans took all of 
our supplies. All we can do is 
put them down in rows here. You 
must help, us. You must. Even 
water will be a great help—it is 
our biggest problem. We cannot 
even clean our floors.” — 

Candles were lit in the shnine at 
one end of the room and serene- 
faced nuns moved about comfort- 
ing the ill and wounded or help- 
ing care for their families. All 
those in the largest room, Marinelli 
said, “were brought in today— 
wounded.” Some had lain in the 
street all night after being shot 
by the retreating Germans. 


Wounded Try to Cheer Yanks, 


We were the first persons wear- 
ing American uniforms that these 
sick and wounded people had seeh. 
They cheered, and tried to sit up in 
bed. They tried to grasp and kiss 
our hands. 

One man on the floor smiled and 
waved, You had to look close at 
the soiled blanket across his body 
to notice that both his legs had 
been blown away. “This morning 
—"” Franco whispered. 

Next to him an old man lay 
silently with his life ebbing out of 
a hole in his head. His daughter 
mopped up his blood, sobbing. 
There was no one in her world at 
that moment but her father. 

A middle-aged woman held up 
her small boy to “see” the “Ameri- 
cani.” There was a white cloth 
wrapped around his freshly blinded 
eyes. “From a German bullet—also 
this morning,” said Franco. 

One girl thought I was an Ameri- 
can doctor and pulled me over to 
look at her dying mother whose 
arm was blown off. The woman's 
face was turning white with the 
pallor of death. 

When Marinelli explained that 
nothing could help, the daughter 
screamed and began rubbing her 
mother’s hands.

Economic Development Com- 
mittee Sends Inquiry to 
3000 Manufacturers. 


Requests for an “intelligent 
guess” of the number of persons 
to be employed in the St. Louis 
area when war work stops and for 
two years afterward have been ad- 
dressed to 3000 manufacturing 
firms by the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development, headed by 
Chairman of 


the Board of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri. 

The inquiry, McClellan said yes- 
terday, is meant to determine how 
many displaced war workers can 
be absorbed by private enterprise 
and how long this will take. 

The survey asks a report on the 
number of employes in each plant 
July 1, 1940, the number on Sept. 
1, 1943, the number in the armed 
forces with legal. right to re-em- 
ployment, and the number who will 
wish employment when war work 
stops. 

“Obviously, answers cannot be 
given to these questions without 
considerable planning by the in- 
dustries involved,” McClellan said. 
“We believe this information is 
basic and necessary to the indi- 
vidual company which ig seriously 
studying the position it will be in 
when the war stops. The commit- 
tee needs this information to help 
plan properly the further action 
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that needs to be taken for the 
benefit of the St. Louis district.” 

He said the committee also was 
gathering information from other 
sources on commercial develop- 
ment, which will be used to help 
estimate postwar employment re- 
sources, 

Employers are asked to report on 
how many workers will not want 
jobs after the war. These wil) in- 
clude, McClellan said, housewives 
who will want to return home, per- 
sons with adequate personal in- 
come who do not wish to continue 
working, persons whose businesses 
were closed as a result of the war 
but who will then want to resume 
peacetime pursuits, young men 
and women wanting to finish their 
education and those who will be 
retired because of age or disability. 

The survey, McClellan said, is 
partly intended to stimulate plan- 
ning by industries tao anticipate 
postwar market demands, vari- 
ations in materials and possible 
extensions of business. Replies 
were requested by Nov. 1.

They had to defy our bombs and 
carry on to provide port facilities 
for the Germans.” 

A dispatch from Don Whitehead 
of the Associated Press disclosed 
that Allied bombing in the days 
immediately preceding the occupa- 
tion of Naples so disrupted Ger- 
man communications that the ene- 
my was forced to destroy or aban- 
don huge dumps of vehicles and 
war supplies of every kind. 

At Castellammare, one of the

Who's going to win? It’s an 
even series as we see it.

An- 
other dramatic shutout by White 
could upset the hopes and the 
morale of the Yankees. A shutout 
by Chandler and a surprise per- 
formance by Russo might give the 
Yanks the momentum to make it 
a runaway. 

One thing is certain. The Yan- 
kees will not underestimate the 
Cardinals this year.

“That is one advantage they 
may have over last year,” South- 
worth admitted.

There have been plenty of thrills 
in the six world series in which 
the Cardinals have participated. 


Probably the greatest of all 
came in the seventh game of the 
first series in which the Redbirds 
competed—that of 1926 with the 
Yankees, their opponents in this 
fall’s classic. There was Grover 
Cleveland Alexander’s feat of com- 
ing in from the bullpen in the 
seventh inning to strike out Tony 
Lazzeri with the bases filled to end 
the final Yankee threat of the 
game. The Birds were ahead 3-2 
at the time, and that’s the way 
it remained to give St. Louis its 
first world title, 4 games to 3. 
And in the ninth inning of the 
same contest, there was Bob 
O’Farrell’s perfect throw to Manag- 
er Rogers Hornsby to catch Babe 
Ruth stealing for the final out. 

Even the series which the Birds 
lost, those of 1928 and 1930, had 
their thrills. It was in 1928 that 
ths Yankees, badly crippled, with 
Herb Pennock, the club’s leading 
pitcher, out with a lame arm; Earl 
Combs, regular center fielder, out 
with a broken finger; Babe Ruth 
limping on a bad ankle and Tony 
Lazzeri suffering from a bad arm, 
knocked off the Birds in four con- 
secutive games. 

Ruth Great—On One Leg. 

The limping Ruth was the star 
of the series. He hit .625 for the 
series, while his slugging mate, the 
late Lou Gehrig, finished with .545. 
The .625 still stands as a series 
record. Ruth rose to his greatest 
heights in the final game, when he 
hit three homers, two off Bill 
Sherdel and one off Alexander, For 
the series, he scored nine runs 
and batted in four, while Gehrig 
counted five and knocked across 
nine. Never before had two batters 
so completely dominated. a series. 
This fourth game also brought 
up the quick return pitch. Bill 
Sherdel, a master of the trick, was 
on the hill for the Cards and the 
umpires claimed he attempted the 
trick with Ruth at bat. Sherdel

HE Cardinals and Yankees, 

who will meet Tuesday in 

the first game of the 1943 
World Series, have been the op- 
posing teams in three previous 
inter-league classics. In 1926, 
the Redbirds won four games 
out of seven; in 1928, the Yan- 
kees won four straight games; 
last year, the Cardinals won 
four out of five, their victories 
being consecutive. 
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series meeting, the quick return 
had been banned. The Birds lost 
their argument and then on the

The thrill of the 1930 series with 
the Athletics came in the fifth 
game. The clubs went into the 
battle tied at two victories each, 
with Burleigh Grimes engaged in 
a hill duel with George Earnshaw 
and’ Bob Grove. The clubs went 
into the ninth inning tied at 0-0. 
Grimes walked Mickey Cochrane 
to open the inning and efter Al 
Simmons had been retired, Jimmy 
Foxx drove one far into the left 
field bleachers to give the A’s a 
2-0 victory. They went on to win 
the sixth game and the title. 


The Martin Rodeo of 1931. 


It was all Pepper Martin in 1931, 
when the Birds gained revenge by 
beating the Athletics, four games 
to three. The Wild Horse of the 
Osage took Connie Mack's hill 
stars and Catcher Cochrane for a 
real ride during the series. He 
swiped five bases and made 12 hits 
for an average of .500 for the 
series. Pepper had a chance to 
establish a record, since his hits 
came in the first five games, but 
in the last two, he was unable to 
come through with a safety. In 
addition to Martin’s sensational 
work, there was the pitching of 
Bill Hallahan and Grimes. Each 
gained two victories. 


After that there was a wait un- 
til 1984, when it was Dizzy and 
Paul Dean who stood out, al- 
though Joe Medwick came in for 
his share of the applause, since he 
hit .379 and was the recipient of 
a fruit shower from the bleacher- 
ites after hé had. collided with 
Third Baseman Marvin Owen of 
the Tigers in the seventh game. 
Commissioner Landis ordered the 
umpires to remove Medwick from 
the game. 

But Dizzy and Paul were the 
stars. Dizzy had a 2-1 record 
against the Tigers, while Paul won 
two straight. Real tragedy almost 
came out of the series. In the 
game here, Oct. 6, Dizzy was sent 
in to run for Virgil Davis. Go- 
ing into second, he was hit on the 
head by a ball thrown by Short- 
stop Bill Rogell and for a time it 
was feared he was seriously in- 
jured, But he came back the next 
day to pitch a fine game, though 
losing a 31 duel to Tommy

game at Detroit Diz really hit his 
stride, when he won, 11-0, yielding 
only six hits. The Birds wrapped 
up the game with a seven-run ral- 
ly in the fourth, in which Dizzy 
hit two singles.

Terry Moore ranged far and 
wide in center; Enos Slaughter 
backed up against the right-field 
wall to rob Yankee sluggers of 
extra-base hits, while he also made 
an important throw from right 
field to cut down Stainback trying 
for third on a hit, to protect Beaz- 
ley’s 4-3 advantage in the second 
game. Rookie Stan Musial also 
made at least one brilliant catch. 
And now it’s 1943 and there will 
be some other player to take his 
place beside the Redbird world 
series heroes of other years and 
also some new athletes to furnish 
the thrills.

The subject was Ernie Parks, 
huge 17-year-old Negro freshman 
from Canton, O., who is right half- 
back of the Buckeye “Kiddy Corps” 
and the State’s 100- and 220-yard 
high school spring champion. 

Last week against lowa’s Sea- 
hawks, the 190-pound six-foot two- 
inch speed king “froze” several 
times and fumbled his mates out 
of a couple of scoring chances. 
Coach Paul E. Brown, who saw 
Parks go as a member of the Can- 
ton McKinley high schoo] team, de- 
clared: 

“T'll keep him in there. He’s a 
great back, and he’ll prove it.” 

Proves His Case, 

Parks proved it today. He car- 
ried the ball 27 times for a total 
of 207 yards, and scored his trio 
of touchdowns on jaunts of 10, 25 
and 61 yards, with hardly a hand 
being laid on him. In addition he 
intercepted a couple of passes, and 
backed up his side of the line like 
a veteran. 

Parks had plenty of help. Sen- 
gational Dean Sensanbaugher, 
Uhrichsville, O., freshman, gained 
152 yards in 23 attempts, the two 
ball-toting yearlings accounting for 
357 of Ohio’s 451 gross yards. Sen- 
eanbaugher’s touchdown run was 
for 23 yards. 

Ohio was fortunate its ground 
attack was working, for the Bucks 
failed to connect on any of lil 
passes attempted, while Missouri 
intercepted three and ran them 
back for 51 yards.

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DR. BARGK FUNERAL 
SERVICE TOMORROW 


He Was Last Surviving Mem- 
ber of Original Faculty of 
Beaumont Medical College. 


Funeral services will be held at 
2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon at 
Oak Grove, Cemetery, 7800 St. 
Charles road, for Dr. Carl Barck, 
professor emeritus of ophthalmol- 
ogy in the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine, who died yes- 
terday of infirmities of age at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. James 
M. Garth, in Columbia, Mo. 

Dr. Barck was 86 years old, and 
the last surviving member of the 
original faculty of the old Marion 
Sims Beaumont Medical College. 
He lived at 3438 Lindell boulevard 
until two months ago when he and 
his wife, Mrs. Maud Schroeder 
Barck, moved to Columbia. 

Dr. Barck was born in Germany, 
and received his M, A. and M. D. 
degrees from the University of 
Freiburg there. He came to S&t. 
Louis in 1883, after serving for two 
years as an assistant professor at 
the University of Basel, Switzer- 
land. 

He was appointed professor of 
ophthalmology at Marion Sims Col- 
lege in 1891, and was continued in 
the same capacity after that in- 
stitution was absorbed by St. Louis 
University in 1903. He headed his 
department from 1911 until he re- 
tired from active teaching in 1922. 

Dr. Barck retired from medical 
practice in 1938. He had served 
on the staffs of four St. Louis hos-

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Builders Here 
Urge Change 


In WPB Orders fe 


Leaders in St. Louls construc- 
tion industries, acting through the 
construction industries committee 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, last week presented to the 
War Production Board’s offices in 
Washington, D. C., recommenda- 
tions for changes in the board’s 
construction conservation order 
L-41. 

The WPB, through the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, 
asked for recommendations. St. 
Louis replied by:endorsing seven 
Buggestions by the construction in- 
dustries council of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, two of 
whichsthey changed somewhat, and 
adding two ideas of their own. 

The St. Louis group stressed 
maintenance and repair provisions 
of the WPB order in an effort to 
aid in solving the problem of sub- 
standard dwellings. 

They urged WPB to eliminate a 
ban on structural alteration and 
change in design to _ facilitate 
adapting older buildings to new 
uses dictated by wartime needs. 

Chicago men suggested “labor 
not suitable for military service or 
war work” be allowed for main- 
tenance and repair, but the _ St. 
Louisans reworded the suggestion 
to advocate that labor “not pres- 
ently required for military or war 
work” be made available. 

The St. Louisans also urged allo- 
cation of critical materials needed 
to complete a project simulta- 
neously with joint issuance of ap- 
proval of a project by FHA and 
WPB, which would eliminate de- 
lays once building was begun. 

Builders here also urged dele- 
gating more authority to local 
WPB offices, alterating the rule 
on maximum values of construc- 
tion which may be started with- 
out specific authorization, and 
changes in liability incurred by 
violation of order L-41. Better co- 
ordination between published lim- 
itations orders and processing of 
project applications also was 
asked.

WLB’s Petrillo Juke Box Case 
Another Round in Labor’s Fight 
Against Labor-Saving Machinery 


Panel Report Expected—U. S. Courts Have 
Held Repeatedly That Unions Are Pecu- 
liarly Exempt From Prosecution Under the 


Antitrust Laws.

F they want live musicians, we will give them live musicians. 
As far as mechanical transcriptions are concerned, we are here 
to say to this board (the National War Labor Board) now: 


We 


are never going to make another mechanical transcription.” 
The language is that of: a spokesman of the American Federation 


of Musicians in the year 1943. 


He was laying down his ultimatum 


in a peculiarly modern controversy, involving radio and the juke box, 
but a controversy that in its essence runs back hundreds of years. 


Whenever and wherever men 
are displaced by labor-saving ma- 
chines—whether in the Lancashire 
of the Highteenth Century by the 
spinning jenny and the other de- 
vices that revolutionized the tex- 
tile industry or in modern America 
by the electrical transcription — 
trouble breaks out. The argument 
that the machine in question works 
for the greater good of the greater 
number is not likely to appeal to 
the man whom it has just thrown 
out of a job, 


Conspicuous Example. 


The Petrillo case, so called from 
the name—James C. Petrillo—of 
the man who heads the Musicians’ 
Union, offers a conspicuous recent 
example of union opposition to the 
use of labor-saving machinery. 


When Thurman Arnold, now on 
the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Colunibia, was Assistant Attor- 
ney General, in charge of antitrust 
cases, the Department of Justice 
sought to get at a number of un- 
ions for restraint of trade. In all 
its vawied actions to tist the ap- 
plicability of the antitrust laws to 
the activities of labor unions, in- 
cluding an action in the Petrillo 
case, the department has run up 
against a stone wall in thé form 
of the Supreme Court’s decision of 
February, 1941, in the celebrated 
Hutcheson case. 


This was the case in which the). 


court, with the Chief Justice 
(Hughgs at that time) aud Justice 
Roberts dissenting, held there had 
been no violation of the law by 
the Carpenters’ Union in its juris- 
dictional fight with the Machinists 
over the installation of machinery 
at the Anheuser-Busch plants in 
St. Louis. An indictment had 
charged the Carpenters with con- 
spiring to restrain trade by picket- 
ing the company—with which it 
had no dispute on the score of 
wages—and with organizing a na- 
tionwide boycott of the company’s 
beer. 


Frankfurter Opinion. 


The Supreme Court ruled, Jus- 
tice Frankfurter speaking, 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
plicitly formulated the ‘public 
policy of the United States’ in re- 
gard to the industrial conflict, and 
by its light established that the 


allowable area of union activity | 


was not to be restricted ... to 
an immediate employer-employe 
relation.” And then the court 
went on to lay down this preg- 
nant dictum, one that has stood 
effectively in the way of all ef- 
forts to prosecute labor unions 
for restraint of trade through re- 
fusal to use labor-saving devices: 

“So long as a union acts in its 
self-interest and does not com- 
bine with non-labor groups, the

Justice Roberts in a strong dis- | 
senting opinion declared the .de- 
cision of the majority represent- 
ed “a usurpation by the courts of 
the function of the Congress not 
only novel but fraught, as well, 
with the most serious dangers to 
our constitutional system of di- 
vision of powers.” 


But Justice Roberts spoke only 
for himself and one other; as the 
‘law of the land” now stands, a 
union is immune from prosecu- 
tion under the antitrust laws as 
long as it acts alone. It can only 
be prosecuted for restraint of 
trade when it acts in collusion 
with an employer. 


‘What Ruling Means. 


Referring to the decision in the 
Hutcheson case (which got its 
name from the head of the Car- 
penters’ union), Corwin D. Ed- 
wards, an economic adviser to the 
Department of Justice, has writ- 
ten: “In the literal meaning of this 
language, the question whether the 
antitrust laws have been violated 
depends not upon what was done 
in the market but upon what 
group did it. Apparently thi 
meaning was intended. . . . Dis- 
cussion today must proceed on the 
assumption that labor enjoys com- 
plete exemption from the antitrust 
laws no matter how unreasonable 
or arbitrary its actions may be, 
provided only that it acts alone.” 


After the Hutcheson decision, 
the Department of Justice, still 
searching for the legal means 
whereby a union might be called 
to account for restraint of trade, 
carried up three other cases to the 
Supreme Court. In all three, the 
Court sustained demurrers without 
receiving briefs or hearing argu- 
ments, The department interpreted 
this action—and still interprets it 
—as granting immunity to labor 


not join in conspiracies with out- 
side interests, 


Northwest Plywood Case. 


One of the cases leading to this 
conclusion concerned a dispute be- 
tween the AFL union of Carpen- 
ters and the CIO union of Wood- 
cutters. Each of them wanted to 
become the bargaining agent in a 
plywood plant in the Pacific 
Northwest. An election to settle 
the question was held by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, and 
the CIO won, The Carpenters’ 
union thereafter refused to allow 
its members to install plywood 
which originated in the plant, not- 
withstanding the fact that the em- 
ployer was required to deal with 
the CIO by the National Labor 
Relations Board after an election 
requested by both the CIO and the 
AFL. The Supreme Court held that 
the boycott by the Carpenters con- 
stituted no violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

A similar case, another of the 
three by which the Justice De- 
partment tested the scope of la- 
bor’s exemption from the anti- 
trust laws, arose in New Orleans, 
where the AFL building trades 
unions refused to install materials 
delivered by CIO teamsters. As 
in the plywood case, there had 
been an NLRB election which had 
established the CIO as the exclu- 
sive bargaining agent for the 
teamsters.

Brown Takes Chance, Bowles

Finally Brown took a chance, He said at 
a press conference that he intended to ask 
Chester A. Bowles to become his first as- 
sistant, giving him full authority, responsible 
only to him—in effect, general manager. 


Tired, beaten Mr. Brown, who could hard- 
ly remember that he had once lived with the 
comfort and dignity of a United States Sena- 
tor, confessed to reporters that he didn’t 
know whether Bowles would take the job or 
not.

That, he. has told his staff, is largely a job 
of education. Bowles has pushed the forma- 
tion of local citizens’ committees to inform 
local merchants of their responsibilities until 
today there are nearly 6000 such com- 
mittees. 

As he saw it, the first necessity was to 
regain public support. In the beginning only 
flagrant violators obviously undermining 
OPA’s efforts to hold a price line were to be 
haled into court. The idea was to show the

J. D. LeCron Specifies Charges 
Of ‘Interference, Obstruction and 
Delay’ by the State Department 


Nelson Rockefeller’s Ex-Aid Who Quit With 
a Bang Tells How ‘Unintelligent Dictation’ 
Hampered U. S. Assistance to Latin 
American Countries.

Many who complain are ii. egencies that must exist through 
co-operation with the department, aw they complain in private. Others 
are on the outside looking in with no real knowledge of the virtues 
and defects of the institution that has lately come in for so much 
criticism. Still other critics deal in generalizations that mean little 


to the average citizen. 

Therefore, by contrast, the res- 
ignation the other day of James 
D. LeCron as director of the food 
supply division for the Co-ordina- 
tor of Inter-American Affairs had 
a special interest, LeCron charged 
the State Department with “inter- 
ference, obstruction, delay and un- 
intelligent dictation” in a letter of 
resignation to Co-ordinator Nelson 
Rockefeller. 


‘Disorganized Institution.’ 


“The State Department is a dis- 
organized institution,” said Le 
Cron. “It has no administrative 
head. Take one example. There 
are in the department from 15 to 
50 people who may sign the name 
Hull to a cablegram. They never 
go to Hull for approval. 

“That is an example of bad or- 
ganization, You must in any de- 
partment with diverse responsibili- 
ties centralize policy and action. 

“My experience gave me a ter- 
rible sense of frustration and fu- 
tility. The State Department never 
said they didn’t believe in the food 
program, They probably wouldn't 
say that. But they acted as though 
they disapproved of it. I couldn't 
begin to tell you the multitudinous 
forms that ‘interference’ took.” 


As specifically authorized by 
Congress, Rockefeller’s office has 
been trying to help the Latin 
American republics to increase 
their food supplies. 

The objective was two-fold: first, 
as part of the Good Neighbor pol- 
icy, to raise living standards, and, 
second, to get more food grown 
locally for workers on American 
bases and other projects in Latin 
America and thereby save 
shipping. 

LeCron, who had been one of 
Vice-President Wallace’s  assist- 
ants in the Department of Agri- 
culture, was put in charge of the 
program in June, 1942, He re- 
signed Sept. 2 because, he said, in- 
terference had increased and au- 
thority was still further divided. 


Bill of Particulars. 


“Obstruction” and “interference” 
are general charges. What did 
LeCron mean? In an interview 
the writer asked him to be as spe- 
cific as possible—to say just what 
he meant by “interference.” 


“IT recognize,” LeCron said, “that 
the State Department must decide 
policy. The differences were not 
over policy. Congress had decided 
that, providing funds for a spe- 
cific program. The program, with 
allocations to the various coun- 
tries, was approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget. The State Depart- 
ment consistently tried to hold up 
that program. 

“Take the detail of correspond- 
ence. Any communication with our 
own agricultural experts in the 
field had to be through the State 
Department.

“A more revealing instance is 
Paraguay. We sent an expert there 
who spent five or six weeks ex- 
ploring the possibilities and con- 
sulting with the Paraguayans.

Thinks America Lacks Vision. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE always believed that change 

is inevitable and that anyone who 
stands in its way is very apt to get run 
over. Yet it is a good idea, now and 
then, to look carefully back at the old 
days to make sure we are not abandon- 
ing good things which it would be well 
to carry along with us as we progress. 

New does not always mean better. 
Some of us are even beginning to sus- 
pect the wisdom of worshiping size 
just because of its bigness, or modernity 
merely because it ig shiny. There are 
more books today and better lamps 
than when young Abe Lincoln lay on 
his stomach before the open fireplace 
at night, reading his few dog-eared vol- 
umes. Does it follow, then, that we see 
more or read with greater understanding 
because the lights are brighter? Turn 
back again to the Gettysburg address 
before answering. 

Lately, I’ve had a hard time listening 
to some of the radio commentators with 
their over-emphasis on the trivial, with 
gossip of bickering between Washington 
bureaus and of inter-departmental jeal- 
ousies, their blown-up accounts of minor 
work stoppages and stories of griping 
over civilian shortages, man power and 
the draft. 

There are mighty few Americans who 
would not make any sacrifice they were 
called upon to make in order to assure 
the early defeat of the Axis. It strikes 
me that all this unimportant reporting 
of unimportant squabbling makes mighty 
poor radio listening to the boys overseas. 

Sometimes it seems to me that we 
Americans, and particularly those who 
are supposed to be guiding our political 
and economic lives in these trying times, 
have lost the vision that made America 
great. 

It is the vision of issues worth fight- 
ing and, if need be, dying for. It is 
the vision of sacrifices equally shared. 
It is the vision of a stand taken because 
it is right and held to because it is 
right, regardless of the cost. 

It is the vision that Washington held 
to at Valley Forge, and Lincoln at Get- 
tysburg, and the Marines at Guadalcanal 
and the boys of Torpedo Squadron 8 as 
they flew against the Jap fleet at the 
Battle of Midway.

FOR CONFIDENCE IN THE PEOPLE. 

The Newspaper Advisory Committee of the OWL 
has given the weight of ite support to an attitude 
that needs to be pressed home in Washington these 
days. This group, including executives of a dozen 
newspapers, expressed the opinion that “some high 
naval and military authorities” are primarily re- 
sponsible for the fact that the American people are 
inadequately informed about the war. “Any com- 
placency or letdown” on the part of the public, said 
the committée, is due to the lack of understanding 
rather than to any shortage of patriotic zeal. 

As the committee pointed out, OWI can’t do every- 
thing. Basically, the authority to decide how much 
shall be told and when it shall be told rests with 
the military high commands. Being experts in the 
field of battle, but amateurs—and not infrequently 
rather unpromising amateurs, at that—in the field 
of public information, they are often inclined to 
favor excessive secrecy. 

Men who aren’t military specialists obviously can’t 
make the decisions ag to what should be made public 
and when. But the military specialists who do 
make the decisions should listen more attentively 
than they have listened so far to the specialists in 
public information. It is plain enough that a lot 
of the uncohesiveness, the grumbling under sacri- 
fice, the haziness of outlook on the war world and 
the postwar world is due simply to inadequacy of 
information about what is going on. 

When Americang really know what gasoline is 
doing on the fighting front, they won't object at 
all to doing without some of it here at home. When 
they know what food is doing where it will do 
the most good, they won't cavil about rations. When 
they understand the fury of the fighting in which 
our troops are engaged, there will be no question 
of Americans being at their posts to turn out war 
materials; they'll be there. 

If the quality of our following is affected by war 
information, so is the quality of our leadership. 
The OWI Advisory Committee pointed out that 
Prime Minister Churchill in a recent speech in the 
House of Commons gave the American people much 
important information which the American authori- 
ties knew, of course, but had not been willing to 
release. It might have pointed out further, though 
it did not do so, that President Roosevelt has given 
the people a notable dearth of information in his 
reports to them on the war: his reports to the 
nation have been filled with facts long known and 
no longer news. Under such circumstances, the 
President cannot be the strong rallying point he 
should be to the people in time of war. 

Important values are at stake in this matter of 
adequate war information, and it should be borne in 
upon the high commands with earnest insistence. 
The prestige which such a group as the Advisory 
Committee can bring to bear should help persuade 
the military authorities to a better understanding 
of the responsibility they bear for public informa- 
tion, Their better understanding will be quickly 
reflected in better public understanding and a 
stronger national contribution to the war. 
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A Navy officer in command of an aircraft shop 
bet his life his men’s work was perfect. A remin- 
der that everyone engaged in war production is bet- 
ting someone’s life. 
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VICTORY AT NAPLES. 

In Naples, the British and American allies have 
captured their greatest single prize in four years 
of war, and have entered it as humane conquerors, 
while the Germans, having done their worst to lay 
it waste, like the vandals and brutes they have 
chosen to be, have fled. The difference in the spirit 
of the two forces cannot fail to be noted by the 
world any more than the difference in their military 
results. ' 

To Rome, 135 miles. The vandals possess it, as 
ready, presumably, with blaze and blast as they 
were at Naples. Will they, mad with hatred of 
their former ally and lusting for revenge, stay their 
What nice- 
ties of herrenvolk cruelty they might be able to ac- 
complish by means of such instruments as Rome’s 
antiquated, tottering water supply—and they have 
already shown at Naples that they are aware of the 
consequences of shutting off this necessity of a city’s 
life, 

As Gen. Clark and his courageous Fifth Army 
advance, they will have the new benefits of the 
Foggia air fields, the port of Naples—which it is 
estimated can be restored to usefulness within eight 
days—and, it seems altogether likely, the many air 
fields that are already within their reach slightly 
to the north. As the battle progresses from Naples 
to Rome, and from Rome to the Po, every prospect 
is that it will grow still fiercer. But our men will 
go forward with mounting confidence, and the men 
of Albert Kesselring must fall back with a growing 
sense of hopelessness, From a desperate beachhead 
to the conquest of Naples in 23 days is a momentous 
accomplishment which must thrill us all with pride. 
We have come a long way, with honor. 
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The rough-riding Red Air Force is operating suc- 
cessfully over Russian battlegrounds and behind Nazi 
lines, despite the fact that regained terrain has been 
twice scorched and good landing fields are rare. Any 
old port in a stormovik. 
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MRS. ROOSEVELT AND HER FINANCES. 

Some people call Mrs. Roosevelt the country’s 
No. 1 gadabout, while others view her frequent 
travels as a constructive force for public welfare. 
That argument about the First Lady’s activities 
will probably rage right on for some years, but the 
snipers. would be wise to drop one of their favorite 
topics—the matter of Mrs. Roosevelt’s finances. 

It came up again at the press conference after 
the President’s wife had returned from her trip to 
the South Pacific. A woman reporter asked who 
footed the bill for this 24,000-mile journey, and 
Mrs. Roosevelt answered that she had paid her own 
fare to the West Coast, together with all incidentals 
for the entire trip. As usual when such a point is 
mentioned, Mrs. Roosevelt was able to give a scrupu- 
lous accounting. ; 

Similar evidence comes up whenever hecklers 
mention the large payments Mrs. Roosevelt gets 
for her newspaper column, magazine articles, lec- 
tures and radio talks. The list of the philanthropies 
which benefit from these activities is a long one. 
The returns from her column while on the recent 
Pacific trip were divided. between the Red Cross 
and the American Friends’ Service Committee 
(Quaker refugee relief), Other beneficiaries over 
her years of writing and speaking have included 
co-operatives, handicraft schools, scholarships for 
girls, educational camps, health work, Warm Springs 
Foundation, New York State relief and numerous 


| charities. In fact, Mrs. Roosevelt said a few years 


ago that she had not invested a cent of her earnings, 
and that she had less capital than in 1932. 

The critics are entitled to make wisecracks about 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s prodigious travels, but they are 
wasting their time and hitting below the belt with 
hints that her activities are a personal money-mak- 
ing proposition.

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WHO THE 30,000,000 ARE. 

Great figures, thundering numerals with rolling 
wakes of zeros and commas trailing after them, 
have ceased to impress us. 

Many, then, must have skip-read a news story on 
the Internatjonal Labor Office report that postwar 
reconstruction and rehabilitation faces the problem 
of permanently resettling 30,000,000 people. In 
round numbers, they seem to have little meaning, 
except as an added, dreary aspect of an already 
terrible war, j 

But they live. They fre famine-haunted Greeks 
who may not last out the winter, refugees in Switz- 
erland, French and Belgians impressed into forced 
labor service in Germany, Dutch dragged to Western 
Russia to till the fields, Norwegians brought to 
bondage in the Ruhr, They are thousands upon 
thousands of fathers and mothers and children, 
people of emotion and reason, of fears and hopes 
and dreams. In darkened hours, they remember 
the warmth of a home fire, the smell of baking 
bread, curtains at windows that they called their 
own, gardens in sunlight, the call of a neighbor from 
the roadway in the dusk, 

Suppose we picture only a few of them—as many 
as the last three ciphers of a figure that almost 
equals a quarter of our own nation’s population. 
One is a lad from Brittany who saw his thatched 
cottage fired, his sister ravished, his parents mur- 
dered, his bride left weeping and waiting. Another 
is a patient woman from Warsaw, a serf in Prussia, 
who hopes through her prayers for the safety of 
her husband and two tall sons, escaped to England 
to fight for liberation. A third is a Munich tailor 
and his family. They huddle, starving, in a swollen 
city in Southern France, outlawed and homeless 
because he dared speak ont against the Nazi way. 

The defeat of Germany will not end their suffer- 
ing. Repatriation is no final solution to their 
troubles. Food and warmth and work are their 
needs, and democracy, that their dignity may be 
restored. In these, and in surcease from fear— 
the Four Freedoms promised the enslaved—are the 
only foundations for a hope of peace. Thirty million 
refugees, and millions more, live for the time when 
a promise can come true. 
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A method has been discovered for making salt 
water fit to drink, but there are no indications as 
yet that it will be able to do the same for plain 
water. 


SFORZA PAYS THE PRICE. 

Count Carlo Sforza, as ardent a lanceman in the 
cause of democracy as ever turned his back on home 
rather than bend to Fascismo, has bought at bitter 
cost his return to Italy, These words, “We must 
support (Badoglio’s) efforts so that he will fight 
Germany energetically,” are the price placed by the 
Allies on his passport. The indignity of compromise 
has been forced upon him. 

In early September, Sforza was saying, “Italy is 
now paying for Badoglio’s servility.” 

Now, because British and, less wholeheartedly, 
American policy is toward alliance with the moronic 
little King’s henchman ag leader of an interim gov- 
ernment, a great patriot must gulp down the pride 
of independence and tag along or be left out al- 
together. 

Sforza refuses outright collaboration. “I will be 
more useful .,. out of government than inside any 
government,” he said this week, echoing faintly his 
asserted contempt for Victor the Vacillating, Victor 
the prop to Mussolini through 20 years of Italian op- 
pression and dishonor, 

“It was London,” writes Bdgar Ansel Mowrer, “that 
prevented Count Carlo Sforza, tried Italian demo- 
crat, from returning to his native Italy unless he 
joined Badoglio.” Washington balked. The com- 
promise is that the Count returns ag a private citi- 
zen, with no mission, with only the desperate hope 
that some miracle will instill a moral force in Ital- 
ians, since the Allies have offered them nothing 
but second-hand dictators. 

Dorothy Thompson writes acidly of the nowhere- 
going actions of the Allies. “No government,” she 
says surely, “can unite all anti-Fascist forces behind 
the man who put Mussolini in power.” 

It is clear to Sforza, as it must be to the Italians, 
that we offer neither democracy nor realism. 
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Two elderly ladies lost their niece, their purse 
and $1300, and their direction. Seems people just 
don’t have enough to tle to nowadays. 
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LA PRENSA TAKES ITS STAND. 

La Prensa, the great newspaper of Buenos Aires 
and one of the world’s most distinguished, is con- 
tinuing ite fine tradition of independence by daring 
to criticise the dictatorial, pro-Axis Government of 
Gen, Ramirez. 

A dozen Argentine newspapers have been suspend- 
ed for publishing the stinging letter. recently sent 
by Secretary Hull to the Argentine Foreign Secre- 
tary, who later resigned. One editor is in jail as 
a result of the episode. Other papers are treading 
cautiously, Yet La Prensa has published a ringing 
editorial calling upon the Government to re-estab- 
lish freedom of the press. It charges that the coun- 
try’s newspapers, and thereby the voice of the peo 
ple, are “muzzled,” and then issues this challenge: 
“It is indispensable to re-establish freedom of

thought, which no Government whose intentions are 


pure can possibly fear.” ; 

Politicians and private interests alike have tried 
to influence the policieg of La’Prensa in its long his- 
tory, but all have failed. The authorities have never 
‘dared impose censorship upon it. In fact, there is a 
popular saying: When La Prensa attacks, govern- 
ments fall. Now this sturdy advocate of hemispheric 
solidarity has struck a powerful blow at its country’s 
reactionary regime. Perhaps the result will be a 
showdown that will at last enable the people of Ar- 
gentina to align themselves with the United Na- 
tions’ cause.

Mr. Churchill did not exactly gall His 
Royal Highness our ally and he has not yet 
promoted ex-Fascist Italy to be one of the 
United Nations.

call them, 


So Victor Emmanuel] III, King by the for- 
mer grace of Benito Mussolini, is our ally 
and his Marshal BadogHo joins our Gen. 
Giraud, and the road is open for Adm. 
Horthy of Hungary, Antonescu of Rumania, 
Someski or Otheroff of Bulgaria (and may- 
be jolly old Hermann Goering?) to join the 
United Nations’ collection of ex-Fascist 
Fascists. (Incidentally, Dictator Salazar of 
Portugal is itching to get into the war on 
our side.) 


British Approve of King. 


Apparently, Victor said that if we would 
let him change sides and try to save his 
dynasty, he would bring all the Italians, or 
most of them, over with him. And the 
British, who have a soft spot for Kings 
even of the moronic variety, said fine. And 
now the King has come through and—I re- 
peat—it doesn’t matter any more whether 
you and I like the idea or not, we are going 
to go along with His Royal Highness (or 
maybe with his son Umberto or his baby 
grandson little Victor Emmanuel) to the 
end of the war when, as Mr. Churchill prom- 
ises, the Italians are going to be given a 
fair chance to say whether they are satis- 
fied or whether they would prefer to be 
governed by somebody a little less infected 
with Fascismo, 

King Victor and his Badoglio are appar- 
ently a British find, and for once the Amer- 
ican State Department is only a passive con- 
federate. ‘The British public should under- 
stand that this time it was London and not 
Washington that prevented Count Carlo 
Sforza, tried Italian democrat, from return- 
ing to his native Italy unless he joined 
Badoglio, Count Sforza used to like Pietro 
Badoglio, but has only contempt for the 
turncoat King 


Churchill and the Fascists. 


This may be the place for the liberal 
portion of the American and British publics 
to explain to Mr, Churchill that he is go- 
ing a little too far. For all his great quali- 
ties, Winston has always had a blind spot 
for Fascism and gave his full approval to 
Benito Mussolini until late in the ’20s, In 
fact, he more or less consistently over- 
looked the enslavement of the Italians by 
the Duce until it became apparent to him 
that Mussolini’s Italy was out to do the 
same thing to Britain.

But at this point, I am afraid, we must 
part company with Mr. Churchill. For the 
British Prime Minister has formally de- 
clared that Victor Emmanuel and his Mar- 
shal surrendered unconditionally and with- 
out prejudice. Therefore, contrary to some 
current suspicions, there can be no valid 
obligation to maintain them in power, 


It is humiliating for American democrats 
to have to take the part of the Bolshevik 
dictator against their own Government and 
its British ally in political controversies. 
But this writer finds himself in full agree- 
ment with the Soviet periodical, War and 
the Working Class, when it writes, “Res- 
toration is the affair of the (Italian) people 
themselves. A program can be determined 
only by their sovereign will in defense of 
which the United Nations took up ‘the 
sword,”

It is 
argued that the end of imperialistic control 
of colonies will algo end a fruitful cause 
of war.

Asia does not need or want our charity 
after the war. Asia does need help and 
guidance from democratic, liberal and pro- 
gressive America. It needs not one but 
dozens of Tennessee Valley Authorities, 
The people of Asia look to our leadership 
in achieving the Century of the Commo 
Man. They are willing to pay for our 
technical and economic help on terms of 
equals dealing with an equal. 

China, for example, must become unified, 
democratic and economically progressive in 
order to be a positive stabilizing power in 
the Far East. Her plight, it is emphasized,

ROUGH over-all picture of the current and prospective status 


Several provisos are necessary. 
Much significant information was 
off the record. The conference 
dealt chiefly with United States 
operations, only partly with Brit- 
ish-American activities, and 
scarcely at all with the Russian 
campaign. It was confined to 
ground and military air data, to 
the exclusion of undertakings by 
United States and British sea pow- 
er. Nevertheless, the following 
authoritative summary is possible: 

The United States, which so 
far has barely wet its ankles in 
the conflict, will plunge in knee- 
deep in 1944, with resultant cas 
ualties so heavy that the losses 
may well be felt in every town 
and village of the nation. The 
greatest strain in history is about 
to fall upon the country’s indus- 
try, labor and general popula- 

tion. The coming 12 months will 
determine the future of the 

world. 

The sobering difficulties of an 
onslaught on the European fortress 
may be judged by the campaign in 
Sicily, where it required five weeks 
of bitter fighting for the two best 
armies of the United States and 
Great Britain, comprising a total 
of 13 divisions, to overcome the 
defenses of three and a half Ger- 
man divisions, who had lost their 
air cover and whose supply lines 
were paralyzed. British-American 
forces have as yet reached no lines 
at which the Germans have re- 
solved to stand. When they do, it 
will mean a contest of yard by 
yard and foot by foot against well- 
trained, veteran troops. 


Formidable Nazi Strength. 


Germany has nearly three times 
as many combat divisions in the 
field today as there were when the 
attack on Poland began four years 
ago. The total at present is 300 
well-trained divisions. During 1943 
alone the Nazis have re-formed, re- 
equipped or raised 60 divisions, 
each with about 600 machine guns 
and 300 heavier weapons. We face 
nearly 20 German divisions in Italy. 
If it were not for the Soviet ar- 
mies, the Reich’s military strength 
would tower above that of the 
United Nations by a ratio of four 
or five to one. 

The German Luftwaffe, despite 
losses, is bigger and stronger than 
it was in 1939. The invasion of 
Italy has weakened Germany's po- 
sition only slightly. The German 
food ration is higher in caloric 
content than it was at the out- 
break of the war. The number of 
war workers in WNazi-dominated 
territories has increased from 23 
million in 1939 to a present total 
of 35 million. The weapons they 
are making are in some cases bet- 
ter than any possessed by the 
United Nations. 


Japan’s Reserve Power. 


Japan still has two million men 
of military age who have not been 
called to the colors because they 
have not been needed. There are 
two million more in the 17-20 age 
group, who are not now subject 
to the draft. Japanese air strength 
is on the upgrade. Not only have 
planes lost in combat been re- 
placed, but the arm is rising in 
number and quality of craft, while 
pilot training programs have been 
expanded to keep pace with ac- 
celerated production schedules. 

Man power resources in and out 
of Japan proper are very great, 
the morale vf both the armed 
forces and ne civilian population 
is excellent, and geographic fac- 
tors give tremendous added 
strength. In many respects Jap- 
anese power is steadily increasing. 
It will continue to mount so long 
as the Japanese are left in virtual 
control of East Asia. : 

After nearly two years American 
forces in the Pacific are still nib- 
bling at mere outposts of the Jap- 
anese Empire. The Solomons are 
more than 3000 miles from Tokyo. 
We have yet to approach any main 
Japanese line of resistance, or any 
point which the war lords of 
Tokyo have apparently determined 
to hold at all costs. 


Enemy Morale Unhurt. © 


Recent successes—in North Af- 
rica, Sicily, the Italian boot, the 
Aleutians and New Guinea—have 
failed to affect in any vital degree 
the strength of the enemy. We 
are still far distant from the heart 
of Germany or the heart of Japan. 
No Allied force yet stands on the 
soil of either. Both have bigger 
armies than at the start of the 
war. There is no reason to pre- 
sume that either is in danger of 
collapse because of slack morale or 
economic stringency. On the con- 
trary, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that exactly the opposite is 
true. 

No serious break in German 
morale is apparent as a result of 
bombings from the air. We have 
not yet caused Japan any critical 
damage. Instead, we have given 
Tokyo. valuable time in which to 
consolidate defenses and fortify its 
economy. 

One of the new German weapons 
a rocket gun, weighs less than 
1800 pounds, but has a fire power 
equal to six heavy field howitzers 
weighing nine tons apiece. The 
Nazi 60-ton Tiger tanks are ap- 
pearing in rising numbers in Italy 
and the Soviet Union. Heavy new 
self-propelled cannon have been 
identified in the German Army 
both on the Russian front and on 
guard over the defenses of Fortress 
Europe. 

The defeat of Japan calls for at- 
tritjon of its merchant shipping, 
bur chiefly for heavy, unceasing

and consistent bombardment from 
the air. Thus far, our thinly spread 
sky attacks have done little or 
nothing to undermine Japanese 
capacity to wage war. 


U. S. Mobilization Lags. 

On the other hand, the Ameri- 
can people are far from being 
mobilized for war. A much smaller 
proportion of the American pop- 
ulation than is true of any other 
nation is in war factories or the 
armed services. The civilian 
labor force in August was 1,300,- 
000 below the figure for one year 
previously. Virtually nothing has 
been contributed to-the war labor 
force by agriculture or by nonwar 
manufacture, construction, trades 
and services. All of these groups 
have changed very little e&cept 
agriculture, in which employment 
has increased. This huge reserve 
of potential war workers has hard- 
ly been touched. 

Man power is maldistributed. 
There are 59 important industrial 
centers with acute labor short- 
ages. A substantial reserve of idle 
labor, principally women, remains 
unused. National service con- 
scription is essential to the mobil-

Military Men’s Views. 


The above are not the vaporings 
of scare-mongers and irresponsible 
alarmists.

There was general agreement 
that the American industrial plant 
is the principal weapon of the 
United Nations. On this side, the 
following information was given: 

During 1940, at the beginning of 
the defense program, only 3 per 
cent of the national resources 
were mobilized for war aims, Mili- 
tary expenditures in 1941 were ap- 
proximately 12 billion dollars. The 
figure rose to 34 billions in 1942 
and to an estimated 63 billions in 
1943. The goal set for 1944 is the 
production of 80 billions’ worth of 
war material. 

Production Lags. 

More than half of that titanic 
sum will be allotted to aircraft 
and its equipment, particularly 
bombs. On schedule for 1944 are 
twice as many airplanes as are 
being built in 1943. But monthly 
output of military planes, now be- 
tween 7000 and 8000, is consider- 
ably behind the schedule of 10,000 
a month set by President Roose- 
velt as Commander-in-Chief. Mer- 
chant ship building will increase 
20 per cent. But other production 
programs will have reached their 
peor by December, and will level 
off. 

Military leaders were unanimous 
in holding that the United Nations 
now possess the initiative, particu- 
larly in the Pacific, and that Ger- 
many has definitely passed over to 
the defensive, surrendering hope 
of an offensive victory, and basing 
all its efforts on a possible stale- 
mate, Plans call for twice as many 
American soldiers overseas in De- 
cember, 1944, as there will be in 
December of this year,

GERMAN CRISIS AT THE DNIEPER

outpost beyond that stream re- 


mains firmly in German hands and even the Vitebsk gateway to 
Poland, the Baltic states and East Prussia appears to be cracking 
under the weight of the Russian steam-roller attack. 


Berlin has acknowledged Red 
Army toe-holds west of the river 
at unstated points. That probably 
means above Russian-besieged 
Kiev in the sector north of the 
confluence of the Pripet and the 
Dnieper as well as sotitheast of 
Kiev where a Soviet break-through 
to reach the Warsaw-Bel Tserktv- 
Dnieperopetrovsk railway would 
gravely jeopardize the whole Nazi 
right flank in Russia. 

Misher'threat to the Dnieper line 

is critical. It could not be held 
against Russian penetration in 
force to the west bank of the river’ 
on either end. Yet it is on the ex- 
treme flanks, north and _ south, 
that the first evidence of a Ger- 
man retreat from the Dnieper 
must come if it is actually an 
early prospect as all reports sug- 
est. 
South of the lower elbow of the 
river’s great bend a furious bat- 
tle to stall off a Red Army flank- 
ing movement is reported by Ber- 
lin. Moscow has not mentioned it. 
It is clear, however, that heavy 
Russian forces, hampered by mud 
and rains, are trying to storm 
into the flat triangle below the 
broad Dnieper estuary and possi- 
bly cut off the Germans still in 
the Crimea. The narrow Perekop 
Isthmus, fitted by Nazis with a 
military railroad since the last 
Crimean campaign, is the only 
German escape route from the 
area. 

It cannot be doubted that Ger- 
man defense lines south of the 
Dnieper bend to the Sea of Azov 
coast are in communications dif- 
ficulties. The river and its marsh- 
es hamper the movement of men 
and supplies into “the Dnieper- 
Black Sea triangle if the Khar- 


kov-Crimea railroad is as close 
under Russian guns as indicated. 

The Soviet attack toward Vi- 
tebsk north of the upper bend of 
the Dnieper at Orsha is pointing 
a dangerous thrust at the whole 
left flank of the enemy clear to the 
Gulf of Finland coast west of Len- 
ingrad. -By latest available reports 
from that only dormant sector, 
German forces still are deeply de- 
ployed east of the Pskov gateway 
to the southern end of Lake II- 
men and on the upper Volkov. 
They appear to be relying on the 
marshes between the Lovat and 
Polista rivers southwest of Lake 
Ilmen to protect them from en- 
circlement by the Soviet Army 
which months ago took Velikie 
Luki. 

That Russian force must be 
merely biding its time. It may 
be waiting for the freeze-up in 
northern Russia or the fall of 
Vitebsk before’ striking out 
northwestward toward the critical 
Pskov gateway to Leningrad, less 
than 150 miles away. The first 
winter campaigning in Russia at 
which Soviet forces heretofore 
have shown themselves the master 
of their foes in endurance, mobil- 
ity and daring, is apt to come 
this year in that sector. 

It seems clear that the _ first 
symptoms of a disastrous Nazi re- 
treat from the Dnieper, even 
though the Russian penetration 
might occur in the center, are to 
be expected on the extreme north 
and south flanks of the present 
line. Both hold possibilities of en- 
trapment of large German forces. 

By these and other signs, it 
seems probable that the next week 
or two along the Dnieper will see 
the crisis for the enemy.

Ruins Ruined by 
Allied Bombers 


Museum, Gymnasium 
Badly Damaged—

OMPEI looks forward to the 
P aay when more of our fellow 

countrymen will come back to 
gaze at the newer and greater 
wonders of “the ruins that have 
been ruined” not by Vesuvius, but 
by our own mothers’ sons. 

In the old days Americans came 
to Pompei as a matter of educa- 
tional or professional duty. Ama- 
teurs paced the ruins, trying des- 
perately to reconstruct scenes 
which Bulwer-Lytton had _ por- 
trayed for them in “The Last Days 
of Pompeii” and the more daring 
souls found genuine interest in 
certain bawdy pictures. 

Future generations of American 
tourists in these parts will be able 
to. admire the handiwork of 
American bombers and it won't 
take any imagination or training 
in the fine arts. 

There was too much war work 
in the neighborhood today to allow 
first-hand examination of all the 
ruins, old and new, but we got a 
fill-in from Raphael Servitti, of- 
ficial guide at Pompei these 30 
years. 

According to Raphael, our 
bombs aimed at the Germans 
quartered in the neighborhood have 
damaged half of Pompei’s ruins, 
the principal victims being the 
museum described by Baedeker’s 
guide book as containing “many 
interesting objects though none of 
artistic value,” the gymnasium, or 
Palestra, and four private houses. 

This is good trade talk from 


Raphael's viewpoint but the brief 
glance we had at the ruins today 
showed that they looked very 
much as they did when we last 
saw them 14 years ago. 

It was no mean experience to 
watch the fretful, scattered battle 
from the ramparts of the ancient 
amphitheater where the local yo- 
kels of ancient days watched visit- 
ing gladiators slaughter one, an- 
other. It was duly noted that an 
American 100-pound bomb had 
landed right in the arena. 

As we perused our guide books,

The illegality, in form and per- 
formance, of Argentina's present 
military government, is its dis- 
tinguishing and most dangerous 
feature. The illegality begins with 
the arbitrary suppression of news- 
papers to prevent criticism, and 
the arrest of Argentineans and 
their detention without explana- 
tion in violence of the constitu- 
tional right to habeas corpus. It 
then extends to arbitrary investi- 
gations of Argentine firms where 
the investigating captain, major 
or general also acts as prosecutor, 
judge and executioner. It extends 
further to investigations of for- 
eign firms, and then to the arrest 
of American, business men of the 
highest reputation. 


Misconception in U. S. 

The confusion about the new 
government resulted initially from 
a misconception. At first it was 
believed that a revolution against 
President Ramon 8. Castillo should 
have been expected to warm his 
coolness to the Allies. 

In a word, we thought with good 
reason that Argentina under Gen. 
Ramirez would line up with the 
Allies, in fact not words. That 
idea has, of course, now been dis- 
carded. 

An evident, spectacular feature 
of the Ramirez administration has 
been its red hunt. Bearded Bol- 
sheviks apparently lurk under 
every chair, with bomb fuses lit. 
Any liberal is quickly called Com- 
munist. 

Nearly a year ago I reported 
how the Argentines hoped to make 
their country a refuge of conserva- 
tism after the war. 

Conservative elements, plus anti- 
liberal army officers, hoped by 
the Ramirez revolution both to 
forestall a rising sweep to the 
left and to heighten the national- 
istic trend which had picked up 
strength in the Castillo adminis- 
tration. 

Too Early and Too Late.

butts, for the sweep of liberalism 
to have set in.

Allied progress in the war 
made it come too late. 

The Nationalists had largely re- 
lied for financial support on the 
Axis embassies. Axis newspapers 
clearly indicate this. Despite of- 
ficial denialg that the pro-Axis 
press speaks for the government 
it is nevertheless a fact that El 
Pampero and Cabildo, both fi- 
nanced by the Axis, are consistent- 
ly the interpreters of past and the 
prophets of future Argentine gov- 
ernment action. 


Diversion Fails to Divert. 


With the trend of the war going 
against the Axis, the Nationalist 
movement found its revolutionary 
diversion spluttering. 

Two basic reasons were immedli- 
ately adduced privately and pub- 
licly for the revolution.

Vanguardia 
was promptly suppressed, but its 
argument is still valid, 


Russia's Rarest Decoration for 7 
Who Kept Arms Flowing to Army

HE Soviet Government has 
T awaraea its most jealously 

guarded distinction—Hero of 
Socialist Labor — to seven men, 
headed by Foreign Commissar Mo- 
lotov. They are credited with or- 
ganizing the supply of arms and 
equipment for the Red army and 
keeping basic fuel and steel indus- 
tries operating “in the difficult 
days of the war.” 

Four are members of or. candi- 
dates for the powerful Politburo, 
who, with Premier Joseph V. Stal- 
in, constituted the State Defense 
Committee which was organized 
in June, 1941, eight days after 
Hitler struck at Russia. In addi- 
tion to Molotov, these include Lar- 
venti P. Beria, Gergi M. Malenkov 
and Anastas I. Mikoyan. 


The three others are Ivan T. 
Tevosyan, 


Pavel I. Korobov, and Vasili V. 
Vakhrushev, commissar of the 
coal industry.

fense Committee. He is Stalin's 
successor, however, as secretary of 
the Central Committee of the Bol- 
shevik party. 

Little is known about the re 
maining three. Their names do 
not appear in the official encyclo- 
pedia and no details of their back- 
grounds were printed in connec 
tion with today’s awards. 


The Hero of Socialist Labor 
award has been conferred on few- 
er than 40 men, so far as is known. 
It carries the same privileges as 
that of Hero of the Soviet Union. 
They include freedom from income 
tax for the first 6000 rubles an- 
nually, reduction of 10 to 50 per 
cent on rental payments for living 
quarters, and reduction by one- 
third of the length of service to 
become eligible for pensions. The 
award provides for payment to 
wife and dependents in event of 
death.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
Litigation involving application of 
the Selective Service Act to con- 
scientious objectors awaits action 
by the Supreme Court when it re- 
assembles Monday for the 1943-44 
term. 

This question shares the spot- 
light with other cases testing the 
constitutionality of Office of Price 
Administration rent control reg- 


ulations and the right of a Negro 
to vote in a Texas Democratic Pri- 
mary to nominate candidates for 
Congress. 

Approximately 400 cases have 
been docketed, including those the 
tribunal agreed to review before it 
adjourned for the summer on June 
21. More are arriving daily, 

During the week a series of con- 
ferences will be held to decide 
whether to grant or deny reviews 
in cases docketed during the sum- 
mer. 

Appeals By Three Objectors, 

One of the draft act cases was 
filed by Arthur Goodwyn Billings, 
a former teacher at the University 
of Texas, who challenged a circuit 
court ruling that he was legally 
inducted into the Army when the 
induction oath was read to him 
after he had refused to take the 
oath. 

He said he was opposed to war 
and intended, if he passed the 
physical examination at Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kan., to refuse to take 
the oath and turn himself over to 
civil authorities for punishment. 
Instead, the oath was read to him 
and he was declared in the Army. 


Two other cases were filed by 
Walter Ford Gormly of Milwaukee 
and Nick Falbo of Westmoreland 
County, Pennsylvania, who were 
sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment for failure to report for work 
at conscientious objectors’ camps. 


Gormly contended that working 
at the camp would make him “a 
participant in the war machine 
and an accessory to murder on the 
battlefield.” Falbo, a member of 
Jehovah's Witnesses, asserted he 
was an ordained minister exempt 
from training and service. 


Rent Control Under Fire, 


Constitutionality of rent control 
provisions of the Emergency Price 
Control Act was challenged by 
Stanley W. Taylor of San Fran- 
cisco. He claimed that the pro- 
visions converted the OPA admin- 
istrator into a “one-man legisla- 
ture.” 

In the Texas primary case, the 
Supreme Court was urged to re- 
examine its 1935 opinion sustain- 
ing the exclusion of a Negro from 
voting. The new appeal was filed 
by Lonnie E. Smith, Houston Ne- 
gro, who was denied a vote in 1940 
by the election judges. The action 
was upheld by the District Court 
at Houston and by the Fifth Fed- 
eral Circuit Court. 

Two Cases Stymied. 


Still pending before the Supreme 
Court ate two outstanding cases 
on which action has been pre- 
vented by lack of a quorum. The 
law specifies that six justices con- 
stitute a quorum, and four of the 
nine Justices ~ have _ disqualified 
themselves from acting in these 
cases because of previous connec- 
tion with the litigation. 

One of the stymied cases involves 
Justice Department charges that 
the Aluminum Co. of America 
violated the Sherman Antitrust Act 
by possessing a monopoly in the 
production and sale of aluminum. 
The District Court at New York 
held that the charges had not been 
proved. 

At issue in the other case is 
constitutionality of the so-called 
“death sentence” provision of the 
1935 Public Utility Holding Company 
Act requiring interstate gas and 
electric holding companies to limit 
their operations to a “single in- 
tegrated” system. The provision 
was upheld by the Circuit Court. 

Other Cases Awaiting Action. 


Some of the other petitions 
awaiting action involve: 

The conviction of John Klinger, 
alias Jacob Klinger, of New York, 
on a charge of unlawfully pos- 
sessing and transporting gasoline 
rationing coupons. 

Whether full-time Los Angeles 
newsboys are employes of a news- 
paper and are covered by the Na-. 
tional Labor Relations Act. 

The conviction of William T. 
Reid of New Orleans on a charge 
of threatening to kill President 
Roosevelt, 

Whether the OPA is entitled to 
an injunction to restrain a store 
from further violations of general 
maximum price regulations when- 
ever the act has been violated in 
the past, even though unintention- 
ally. The test case was brought 
by the Hecht Co., Washington de- 
partment store.

Preliminary Studies Completed for Postwar 
Construction of 44 Miles of Arteries From 
West, Southwest and Northwest — U. S. 
Would Supply Much of Funds.

Running sometimes above and 
sometimes below ground level, as 
well ag on the surface, the high- 
ways, in process of design by the 
Missouri State Highway Depart- 
ment, would be only a bit less 
fanciful than the streamlined mod- 
el motorways of Norman Bel 
Geddes. Although planned for un- 
interrupted traffic flow and maxi- 
mum safety rather than speed, the 
motorist theoretically could main- 
tain a pace never lesg than 70 
miles per hour. 

Preliminary studies for the con- 


struction of <4 miles of four and 
six-lane lighted highways are vir- 
tually complete. They include 
proposals for 11 miles of elevated 
roadway, numerous modern grade 
separations, bridges and connec- 
tions. The cost—one hundred mil- 
lion dollars. 


Routes Meet Near Riverfront. 


The three routes, designed to 
carry the maximum volume of 
commercial and pleasure traffic 
which now can be foreseen, would 
meet at an elevated intersection 
near the southwest corner of the 
Jefferson Riverfront Memorial, A 
system of ramps leading to streets 
in this vicinity, the utilization of 
Third and Fourth streets as col- 
lection and dispersal areas and 
conveniently located parking lots 
would eliminate such bottlenecks 
as retard traffic at the approaches 
to the present Express Highway. 
Outlets to Illinois would be pro- 
vided principally over a proposed 
bridge at Cass avenue, and over 
MacArthur and McKinley bridges. 

Proposed routes for the high- 
ways, beginning at the Jefferson 
Memorial intersection, are briefly 
as follows: 

The central] artery would run 
west along Papin street and 
Chouteau avenue, and in general 
south of Clayton road to Traffic 
Relief Highway 40, which has 
been completed as far east as, 
Lay road. 

The northern route would run 
north above Third street, curve 
northwest, pass south of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, cross the 
Missouri River at the southern 
city limits of St. Charles and 
join United States Highway 40 
between St. Charles and Wentz- 
ville, 

The southerly route would fol- 
low the Mississippi River to 
about Nagel avenue and then 
swing westward and join the 
present United States Highway 
66 east of Sappington road. 

A few sections of the highways 
have been suggested heretofore, 
but most of the mileage is over 
new routes laid down on right of 
way to be acquired. The general 
scheme, that of an open horseshoe 
bisected, follows to some extent 
the Major Highway Plan of the 
St. Louis County Planning Com- 
mission but the routes have been 
located independently of that pro- 
posal, 

One of the important features 
of the Highway Department’s plan 
is the location of the controversial 
route of the highway known as 
TR 40 through Richmond Heights. 
Earlier plans, although they did not 
reach the drawing board stage, met 
with strong opposition among Rich- 
mond Heights residents. The pres- 
ent proposed route holds well to 
the south and the department 
thinks it will prove satisfactory to 
people in this vicinity as well as 
provide a needed parallel route to 
the Express Highway. 

Access to Roads Limited. 

All the routes would, of course, 
be limited access roads which could 
be entered or left only at desig- 
nated spots. A minimum of 2 
feet of right of way would be need- 
ed in the county; less would be 
sought in some areas of the city. 
The elevated sections would re- 
quire 80 feet, but it is proposed to 
take additional space where prac- 
ticable and landscape the ground 
level for use as parks, The mini- 
mum celarance of the elevated 
sections, to be built of steel or 
reinforced concrete, would be 14 
feet. All sections in the city and 
some in the county would be il- 
luminated with sodium vapor lamps 
similar to those in use on the Ex- 
press Highway. . 

Where space permits and traffic 
warrants the familiar cloverleaf 
type of grade separation would be 
replaced by a type known as a 
directional interchange. This con- 
struction permits a motorist to 
turn left when he wishes to make 
a left turn into the intersecting 
street; in using the cloverleaf he 
makes two right turns. The motor- 
ist should not find it necessary to 
reduce speed in using the inter- 
change. 

Plans for the highways are be- 
ing prepared under the general 
guidance of the Federal Public 
Roads Administration which, with 
state and local agencies, is en- 
couraging a nationwide system of 
interregional highways to move 
traffic swiftly through metropoli- 
tan areas rather than a transcon- 
tinental network of through-traffic 
speedways.

no estimate as to when the -high- 
ways could be completed, but will 
recommend that TR 40 be con- 
structed first. Financing has not 
been considered; but the depart- 
ment assumes that a good deal of 
Federal money would be made 
available, 


The greater portion of the plan 
has been sent to the Public Roads 
Administration for checking and 
the completed studies will be 
checked by Charles H. Ellaby, pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, before they are submitted to 
the City Plan Commission. The 
studies also will be submitted to 
the County Planning Commission. 


The most important of the three 
routes in the eyes of the Highway 
Department is TR 40, which would 
relieve congestion on Clayton road 
and the Express Highway and 
bring in a large volume of traffic 
from the central and western parts 
of the State. East of Hanley road 
this highway would be composed 
of two 36-foot slabs separated by 
a four-foot raised concrete mid- 
dle strip and would be made up 
of elevated, depressed and surface 
sections, 


All elevated portions of the 
three highways would be 76 feet 
wide and would cost, including 
entrance and exit ramps, about 
three million dollars per mile. 
These ramps would be provided 
at all important crosstown streets. 
Below Eighteenth street on TR 40 
and in the lower business district 
along the north-south route there 
would be a sufficient number of 
ramps to permit rapid collection 
and dispersal of traffic and ready 
access to bridges into Illinois. 


Southern Route, 


The southern highway, which 
would bring the transcontinental 
United States Highway 66 into 
and through the city, would be 
remodeled or relocated eastward 
from Valley Park, although the 
preliminary studies cover only the 
section east of Lindbergh boule- 
vard, The elevated section of this 
route would begin as it crosses 
the River des Peres Parkway and 
the River des Peres about one- 
fourth of a mile north of the in- 
tersection of the parkway with 
Weber road. Near the foot of 
Nagel the roadway would sink to 
a hydraulic fill along the river. 
The roadbed would be kept well 
above flood stage, and would be 
elevated again as it approached 
MacArthur bridge, 


The proposed widening of Third 
street would not be necessary un- 
der the Highway Department plan. 
The elevated would be located on 
the west side of Third between 
Poplar street and Washington ave- 
nue and then continued to the ap- 
proaches of the proposed Cass Ave- 
nue Bridge. A complete directional 
interchange with traffic moving at 
four levels would be provided at 
the approaches, which would cover 
a large section of the two blocks 
bounded by Cass, Broadway, Mul- 
lanphy and Eighth streets and 
parts of the blocks to the south 
and west. 


St. Clair County plans elevated 
connections at the east end of the 
bridge to carry Highway 40 and 
Highway 66 traffic toward Chicago 
and Highway 50 traffic toward 
Cincinnati. 


Northwest Route. 


The northwest route would pass 
within a few blocks of the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant and about a 
mile south of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, to which connections are 
planned. A bridge to cost two mil- 
lion would connect the St. Louis 
and St. Charles County parts of 
the highway south of the city lim- 
its to St. Charles. This is the ter- 
minus of the section of the high- 
way covered in the preliminary 
studies, 

Plans for the highways are be- 
ing prepared under the direction 
of Robert W. Hodson, Division 
Engineer of the State Highway 
Department at Kirkwood, and 
Harold L, Lien, assistant. engineer.

OPA without any preconceived 
prejudice against professors as 
such. He has a deep and long- 
standing interest in government 
and the _ relationships between 
business and public authority. 
“In my opinion,” he said, “and 
I speak as a business man of long 
experience, no one group has or 
ever will have a monopoly on 
sound judgment and practical ex- 
perience. I have known many 
highly theoretical business men. I 
have known many  practical- 
minded professional men. 
“There is an important place for 
both groups in the OPA organiza- 
tion. It is our intention, however, 
to carry out the expressed wishes 
of Congress in that all positions 
which control price policies shall 
be in the hands of men with a 
business background.” 

Plight of the Professors. 

Under Leon Henderson several 
top positions were filled by men 
with academic backgrounds. In 
some instances they came straight 
from the academic grove to the 
battle of Washington. They were 
hypersensitive, to begin with, at 
the charge of being professors 
“without practical experience.” 
This tended to increase a natural 
caution and timidity. Some of the 
professors in OPA had.an inherent 
suspicion of business and business 
men. When they appeared before 
committees of Congress, they irri- 
tated Congressmen who found 
them over-intellectual and patron- 
izing. e 

The situation might have worked 
itself out if it had not been for 
the incessant activity of certain 
pressure groups. Powerful blocs 
believed and hoped the OPA would 
fail. These pressure groups were 
waiting for higher prices in the 
expectation that failure would 
come sooner or later and they 
hoped sooner. The Henderson ad- 
ministration did succeed in holding 
a price line of sorts, although in 
so doing the professors brought 
down on their heads the combined 
wrath of a number of potent in- 
terests. 

Brown, replacing Henderson, 
found himself confronted with an 
administrative mess that he could 
not clean up. He had never be- 
fore tried to run a big organiza- 
tion. The tangle got worse. Mem- 
bers of Congress refused even to 
speak to Henderson's assistants. 
They poured their troubles out on

Maxon In—and Out, 
Harassed on every side, Brown 
turned to Maxon, a Detroit adver- 
tising man, but almost from the 
first moment of his advent on the 
Washington scene Maxon found 
himself in hot water. He joined 
the snipers who were shooting at 
the professors, even going so far 
as to give out to reporters an “off 
the record” list of officials of OPA 
whom he wanted to get rid of. Of 
course, the names on that ax list 
got into the papers. , 
However, Maxon did have the 
concept of a general manager who 
would pull together the tangled 
threads of OPA authority. And 
he recommended Bowles. There- 
upon he made a fiery exit to the 
accompanimnet of a verbal blast 
which rocked the tottering OPA 
to its foundations. 

Bowles’ tactics have from the 
first been just the opposite al- 
though he has plenty of fire in his 
character. He may have inherited 
it from his ancestor, Samuel 
Bowles, the crusading editor who 
founded the Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican, one of America’s out- 
standing newspapers. 

The general manager of OPA 
was born in Springfield in 1901. 
He had a conventional upbringing, 
going first to the Choate School 
and then to Yale where he was 
graduated in 1924. For a brief 
time he worked on the Springfield 
Republican. ' Then he went into 
merchandising and market re- 
search in New York. In June, 
1929, he helped to fofm the firm 
of Benton & Bowles. It was not 
precisely a propitious time to start 
a new advertising firm, with th 
big crash just over the horizon, 
but the new firm weathered the 
storm. Bowles has been chairman 
of the board since 1936, 

One of the decisive steps in his 
life was his marriage to Dorothy 
Stebbins in 1934, His wife, a 
graduate of the Smith Codllege 
school of social work, shared his 
interest in government and pub- 
lic welfare. They have both 
worked in such organizations as 
the National Urban League, of 
which Bowles is a director. He is 
a member of the finance commit- 
tee of the National Organization 
for Public Health Nursing,

“Finally the Army requested us 
to stimulate food production in 
Central America. Military men 
were interested in providing near- 
by sources of food for the armed 
forces in the Canal Zone and the 
Caribbean bases.

These had 
to be approved by our Ambass- 
ador in Brazil. 

Rockefeller’s representative in 
Brazil submitted a list and the 
names were given ambassadorial 
approval. The co-ordinator had 
only 16 or 17 men and wanted to 
increase the number of experts to 
21 or 22. 

“Suddenly the State Department 
said that there were too many 
Americans in Brazil and no more 
Americans would be sent there 
under any circumstances,” LeCron 
said, “There may have been too 
many technicians in Brazil with 
various missions, but we had 
hired experts to do a specific job. 
Some were in Washington wait- 
ing to go to Brazil. We had made 
commitments to the Brazilian 
Government. 

“Our representative in Rio de 
Janeiro insisted that the State De- 
partment assume the responsibility 
with Brazil for failure to send the 
men whom the Brazilians had 
asked for, Here in Washington 
we finally asked that one excep- 
tion be made—a technician badly 
needed and already hired. The 
State Department refused to send 
the telegram asking the Embassy 
to grant this one exception.” 

Nine Programs Under Way. 

Despite this “obstruction” and 
“interference,” food programs were 
started in nine Latin American 
republics, LeCron said. 

Such programs would have been 
in progress in 15 or 16 countries 
if it had not been for the tactics 
of the department, he charges. He 
cites the example of Peru where, 
he says, it took from October, 
1942, to March, this year, to get 
an agreement signed and “purely 
because of State Department ob- 
struction.” 

In his letter of resignation, Le-

companies, as pointed out by 
Thurman Arnold in explaining the 
Justice Department’s impotence in 
the matter to a Congressional 
committee, had to choose between 
disobeying a federal. order and 
losing their chance to haul build- 
ing materials. 

The third case in the same cate- 
gory had to do with a familiar 
labor-saving piece of machinery— 
the concrete-mixer truck — and 
again the Supreme,.Court, follow- 
ing the Hutcheson case decision, 
dismissed an indictment procured 
by the Department of Justice. In 
this, the Carrozzo case, the Hod 
Carriers’ and Operating Engineers’ 
unions of Chicago were charged 
with preventing the sale of mixer 
trucks in that city by refusing to 
work on building or paving proj- 
ects where such trucks were em- 
ployed, 

“We believed,” said Arnold, 
“that a union had no more right 
than a group of business men to 
prevent the introduction of im- 
proved methods and that if they 
restrained trade in doing so, they 
violated the antitrust laws.” 


In a more recent case, in San 
Francisco, a Federal District 
Judge dismissed indictments 
brought against a painters’ union 
for refusing to use spray guns in 
painting government housing proj- 
ects. Basing his ruling on Su- 
preme Court decisions, the judge 
said the union’s demands were not 
unlawful, “even though indirectly 
a restraint on interstate com- 
merce may result.” 

The Petrillo case, now before 
the National War Labor Board, 


and foresight” in planning the pro- 
gram to increase Latin American 
food production.

In the same letter LeCron criti- 
cised Rockefeller for transferring

ment of Justice sought an injunc- 
tion against the union under the 
antitrust laws. The Federal court 
at Chicago upheld the union’s con- 
tention that the dispute was a 
labor dispute and hence was out- 
side the scope of the antitrust 
laws, and the Supreme Court last 
February affirmed this finding, 


10,000 Employes Involved. 


On certification by the Secretary 
of Labor, the Petrillo case is now) 
before the War Labor Board as a 
dispute between the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians and a group 
of companies engaged in, making 
electrical transcriptions. Ten thou- 
sand employes are involved, and 
the issue is described as “refusal 
to negotiate”’—the refusal, that is 
to say, of the Musicians’ Union to 
negotiate over the renewal of a 
license arrangement between the 
union and the companies. 

In the court proceeding, the 
union argued that the case was 


plainly a labor dispute. Before the 
War Labor Board, the union ar- 
gued that it was not a labor dis- 
pute and therefore the board, 
lacked jurisdiction. It was not a| 
labor dispute, counsel for the union 
said, because the union had stopped 
making electrical transcriptions 
and did not intend to resume mak- 
ing them. 

“We take the position,” he said, 
“that no employment relationship 
exists and none is sought, and on 


that premise it is our contention 
that there is nothing here for the) 
board to determine.” 

The War Labor Board» brushed 
aside the union’s effort to reconcile| 
this contention with the opposite) 
position taken at Chicago, and de- 
clared the case clearly involved a 
labor dispute within the meaning 
of the War Labor Disputes Act. 
The board therefore took jurisdic- 
tion, appointed a tripartite panel | 
to hear the case on its merits, and 
announced that after receiving ~ 
panel’s report it would proceed to 
lay down “the terms and conditions) 
of employment which shall govern| 
the relations between the parties.” 

The board is now awaiting the 
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finding of its panel. Since the De- 


partment of Justice has been com-~- 
pletely frustrated in the Petrillo 
case, as in others concerned with 
the use of labor-saving devices, 
particular significance attaches to 
the board's action. 

With the emergency powers that 
it enjoys, powers flowing both 
from the wartime authority of the 
President and from the Connally- 
Smith (War Labor Dispute) Act, 
the board may succeed in clipping 
Petrillo’s wings where the Depart- 
ment of Justice has failed. Pe 
trillo’s counsel has announced that 
if the board forces the musicians 
into “involuntary servitude,” the 
decision will be carried into the 
courts on constitutional grounds. 

Meantime, Petrillo has worked 
out a deal with Decca Records and 
World Broadcasting, one of the 
transcription companies, under 
which the union will get a cut on 
each record and transcription its 
members make for the company. 
The money will go into the union's 
treasury. The six companies who 
are joined in the case before the 
War Labor Board have denounced 
the Decca arrangement as “thor- 
oughly abhorrent” and said they 
will have nothing to do with it. 

Thurman Arnold’s View. 

At the committee hearing which 
has been referred to, Thurman 
Arnold was asked whether union 
restraints of trade like that prac- 
ticed in the concrete mixer case 
were common. He replied that 
they were relatively rare in the 
labor movement as a whole, but 
“very common” in building and 
transportation. It was qne of the 
peculiarities of the situation, Ar- 
nold added, that if the carpenters’ 
union, say, agreed with a set of 
lumber dealers or building con- 
tractors to keep out prefabricated 
houses, the union would violate 
the law, but if the union did the 
same thing for the same purpose 
without any help from dealers or 
contractors, “the Carrozzo de 
cision suggests there may be no 
violation of the law.” 

“Court decisions,” Arnold went 
on, “have put a premium upon 
finding new ways to impose old 
restraints, so that labor will appear 
to be the only restraining agent.” 

“Then you believe that from now 
on the restraints by business will 
masquerade as restraints by la- 
bor?” 

“IT do.” ‘ 

“How far should the antitrust 
laws go in controlling labor active 
ities?” ' 

“They should be used,” Arnold 
replied, “to prevent unions from 
stopping the introduction of im- 
proved processes or improved ma. 
chinery or materials, put the union 
should remain free to exact reason- 
able guarantees that the transition 
to the new way of doing things will 
be made without any avoidable 
sacrifice of the labor interest, and 
that a part of the economies of 
the new process will go to labor. 

“The law should prevent the 
union from requiring that un- 
necessary labor be employed where 
such employment is nothing more 
than a kind of private WPA oper 
ated at the expense of a particular 
employer.”

Sells Books by the Millions 


Nickel Volumes Give Public What It Wants to Read. 


E. Haldeman-Julius Claims His Little

GIRARD, Kan., Oct. 2. 


HE man who sells 10 to 20 

million books a year settles 

back in his office chair with 
his reading glasses in his right 
hand and his half-smoked cigar 
between the fingers of his left 
hand, which rests on his type- 
writer, and says the publishing 
business is going to be better— 
much better—after the war. 


E. Haldeman-Julius, who made 
Girard famous with his nickel 
books, is just drifting along now, 
because of production problems, 
with only eight million books. in 
stock, five million in process and 
material on hand for 18 million. 
But when peace comes, he is real- 
ly going to cut loose and do some 
publishing. Just now he has only 
1787 titles in production. After 
the war he wants to build his list 
up to 5000, so that the customers 
will be less cramped in making 
their selections. That should boost 
the sales. Up to now he has sold 
only 140 million books. Just wait 
until he gets going full steam 
ahead, He indicates with a wide 
sweep of his hand that the figures 
will be astronomical. 


There is going to be an immense 
increase in reading, he believes, 
along with the biggest boom that 
the world has ever known. The 
increase in reading is not wholly 
due to the involvement of the 
United States in the war, because 
it set in before Pearl Harbor, but 
it may be attributed to conditions 
and trends that came to a climax 
with our entry into the conflict. 
Whatever the influences’ that 
brought it about, the people began 
moving out of themselves in 1939 
and their progressive emergence 
has been marked by the reading 
of more and better 5-cent books— 
scientific books and self-improve- 
ment books in particular. | 


In the latter category the in- 
crease has been especially marked, 
amounting to a wave. Haldeman- 
Julius calls them his “How To” 
books, which tell readers how to 
do this and that. The wave of 
buying indicates that they are 
looking forward to a world in 
which it will be more important 
to know “how to.” 

“It’s going to be a different 
world all right,” says Haldeman- 
Julius with a wave of his reading 
glasses,, letting his half-burned 
cigar go cold. “It’s going to be a 
sort of democratic socialism, with 
the Government accepting greater 
responsibility and with economics 
on a sounder basis. The social 
advances of the past 10 years will 
be retained and extended. There 
is not going to be a panic. There 
will be no apple sellers on the 
streets. Our people will be healthy 
and prosperous and they will want 
to improve themselves more. They 
will take a livelier, more alert in- 
terest in today and the future. 
Publishers, freed from the prob- 
lems of supply, will need to adjust 
themselves to increased produc- 
tlio. I expect to produce and sell 
more little blue books than ever 
before.” 

x * * 


S goes the public taste in 
A reading so will go the little 

blue books. They are, in their 
publisher’s judgment, the best ba- 
rometer of the public reading 
taste, for they are bought to be 
read. For 24 years Haldeman- 
Julius has been testing the public 
reading taste by the sure index of 
what people buy to read, and has 
been guided in his publishing by 
what the people want. 

His is a one-man business, he 
says, not guided by the policies of 
commercial publishers. He calls 
himself a small-time printer who 
happens to think that ideas are 
important. What he has done an- 
other could do, because it is based 
on sound business principles. For 
every dollar that he pays for ad- 
vertising he gets $2 in sales. It 
costs one and one-tenth cents, on 
an average, to produce one of the 
books, most of which are 64 pages 
in length. In general the promo- 
tion and selling cost is from two 
to two and a half cents a book. 


The number of employes fluc- 
tuates, from time to time, between 
70 and 112, in the handling of the 
books that roll from the presses. 
One huge press, in which the pub- 
lisher takes special pride, prints 
on a single sheet of paper four 
complete books, 256 pages, at each 
impression, and turns out 40,000 
books in eight hours, or 120,000 in 
24 hours. Girard, with a popula- 
tion of 2500, is the smallest city 
in the United States with a first- 
class postoffice. Thirteen employes 
are needed to handle the mail, 
most of which goes to the Halde- 
man-Julius plant or comes from it. 


That, briefly, ig the story of the 
Haldeman-Julius enterprise from 
the mass-production, big business, 
point of view, in the production 
and sale of a nickel article. There 
is another story, the story behind 
the little blue books, that-has to 
do with the intellectual, emotional 
and moral standards of the Amer- 
ican people as reflected in what 
they choose to read when it costs 
only a nickel. 

When Emanuel Julius (later to 
change his name to Haldeman- 
Julius on his marriage to Marcet 
Haldeman of Girard) was a young

reporter, he spent a good deal of 
time browsing around book stores 
on the boss’ time as he now con-, 
fesses. He wanted to have his own 
books, but he couldn’t afford to 
buy them, If he wag ever able, 
he told himself, he would publish 
cheap pamphlets, so that others 
who, like himself, wanted to own 
books, could buy them. His 
chance came, quite unexpectedly, 
when he was working on the Ap- 
peal to Reason, a radical rational- 
istic paper published here, in 1918. 
The publisher died and his sons 
were not much interested in carry- 
ing on. The paper was about to 
die anyway, so Julius suggested he 
take over fhe plant and publish 
little books. He didn’t have any 
money, but he gave his notes for 
$75,000. 


He began his publishing career 
by issuing Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam and The Ballad of Read- 
ing Goal, to be sold at 10 cents 
each. They are numbered as Little 
Blue Book No. 1 and Little Blue 
Book No, 2 and for 24 years they 
have been the best sellers on his 
list. That year he issued 185 titles 
-in the little book form, utilizing 
the Appeal to Reason mailing list 
for promoting sales, At the end

In that classification Oscar 
Wilde’s “Harlot’s House” used to 
lead the list, but Haldeman-Julius 
leaves that out of his compilation 
of poetry sales on the suspicion 
that the title has something to do 
with it. Among the others, Burns 
leads, with Kipling, Whittier, Poe, 
Bryant, Whitman and Emerson 
doing fairly well. Shakespeare's 
plays have a steady but not a 
large sale, with Romeo and Juliet 
leading. The philosophers have 
their following, with Nietzsche 
most popular.

OME of the classics that move 
§ stuseisnty are stimulated by 

the Haldeman-Julius device of 
pepping up the title so as to 
arouse curiosity. For example, Guy 
de Maupassant wrote a story that 
he called “Boule de Suif,” which, 
being translated, was “The Tallow 
Ball.” As “Boule de Suif’ it 
didn’t have a chance. So Halde- 
man-Julius changed it to “A 
French Prostitute’s Sacrifice.” 

After all, Haldeman-Julius says, 
that is what the story is about. 
The sales jumped almost out of 
sight. The argument is that if, by 
altering a title, a good book is 
more widely read, then the end 
justifies the means. 

In his publishing plant are a 
hospital and a morgue—for books. 
In the hospital he operates on 
them, mostly by extirpating their 
titles and grafting new ones on 
them. In the morgue are em- 
balmed the casualties, meaning the 
books that consistently fall below 
sales of 10,000 a year. “Herbert 
Spencer: His Life and Works” is 
one of the most important cadav- 
ers there. As proof of impartial- 
ity, “The Coopers,” by Haldeman- 
Julius and his wife, is there, al- 
though other books by them are 
good sellers, 

Summing up from his morgue 
experience, Haldeman-Julius says 
the reading public, viewed as a 
whole, wants books that are not 
too esoteric, not too high-hat, not 
too refined and highbrow, books 
of everyday appeal and value. 

In the beginning most of the 
little blue books were reprints of 
books on which the copyright had 
expired but now about 85 per cent 
are books written or compiled for 
him and on which he holds the 
copyright. 

Haldeman-Julius relights his 
cigar and settles back in: his of- 
fice chair. “After the war,” he 
says with a wave of his reading 
glasses, “we are going to show 
what we Americans can do—- 
we're going to knock the top off 
of business.”

President Sam Breadon and 
two minor league club supervisors, 
Joe Mathes and Eddie Dyer, are 
conferring on player deals; Joseph 
J. Goldschmidt, the ticket man, is 
telling people he has no more tick- 
ets; and James C. Bassford is 
working out the program, press 
arrangements and park decora- 
tions, and handling a large and 
varied poundage of correspondence, 


most of which is complimentary 


to the National League Champions. 

Goldschmidt, a laconic man who 
bites pieces of tobacco leaf off 
the chewing end of his cigar, still 
is having his troubles, although 
most of the tickets have been 
mailed out. One end of a tele- 
phone conversation, with Gold- 
schmidt staring cng 4 at a pile of 
tickets already sold, is: “No, I ain’ 
got any tickets. I ain’t got any.” 
Bang! 

Goldschmidt’s poise has been ruf- 
fled by wartime troubles. Even 
the Postoffice has lined up goed | 
him, That agency demanded tha 
tickets be mailed daily instead of 
the more leisurely way of hoarding 
them until addressing was com- 
pleted. He had’to buy envelopes of 
all shapes and sizes, wherever he 
could get them. The glue was so 
sickly he had to get paste for his 
assistants. The telephone bell in- 
terrupted his recital. “No,” he 
said, “I ain’t got any tickets. My 
Go@ Bill, you wait this long to call 
me! I'll see what I can do.” Bang! 
“That fellow who just called used 
to be business manager of the 
Browns,” he explained, “Imagine 
waiting until now.” 

There were 15,000 more requests 
for tickets this year than in the 
previous banner year of 1926, Gold- 
schmidt said. More money in cir- 
culation and less baseball are con- 
sidered principal reasons. There 
were nearly 2900 season holders of 
boxes this year, a record. These

N that wonderful postwar. world 
[inet science has been promising 

he American people, your true 
epicure will not think of eating 
a chicken freshly killed, but will 
demand one that has been dead 
four or five months. At feast 
that is what Dr. Lamar Kishlar, 
research manager of the Ralston- 
Purina Co., told members of the 
St. Louis Rotary Club. And just 
to show that he knew what he 
was talking about, Dr. Kishlar 
produced a number of long-dead 
turkeys, chickens and ducks — 
frozen like glass—and handed 
them around for the Rotarians to 
take home and try for dinner. 


It seems that the postwar fowl, 
of the better class, will be divorced 
entirely from the henyard and 
will spend his life in a sort of 
fowl-factory, with never a sight 
of a blade of grass or a worm. 
Proper feeding is the secret of 
this synthetic creature of science. 
Placed on the proper diet, flocks 
of hens can lay a dozen or a mil- 
lion eggs, exactly alike in appear- 
ance and taste. 


The postwar eggs will have uni- 
form yolk color, “a fresh slightly 
tart flavor, a thick viscous white 
and a thick rugged shell,” Dr. 
Kishlar reports. Naturally § they 
will be shot full of vitamins A and 
D—each egg oe as much 
of these properties as a teaspoonful 
of cod liver oil. To show that he 
knew what he was talking about, 
Dr. Kishlar broke a number of 
eggs from variously fed hens. They 
had yolks ranging from the stand- 
ard yellow to bright red and green. 

In fact, Dr. Kishlar said that

that sours in a couple of days, 
but which may be placed on the 
pantry shelf indefinitely. It is not 
like condensed milk, but sweet 
thick cream, the sort that people 
generally associate -with green 
fields and milk maids. 

The postwar refrigerator will be 
equipped with a small tube giving 
off “black light” which will keep 
the ice box pure and sweet, and 
allow.foods to be preserved there 
much longer than now is possible. 
Dr. Kishlar says that raspberries 
wil keep in a present-day refrig- 
erator only about 24 hours. Black 
light will allow them to keep five 
or six days. Black light tubes, 
which are a form of ultra-violet 
ray, may be used in the refrigera- 
tor also to tenderize meats. 
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Another use for special electron 
tubes and ultra violet rays in the 
food field will be in the treatment 
of flour. Dr. Kishlar says that 
whole wheat flour, when bombard- 
ed by electrons, loses its tradition- 
al “soggy” texture, and becomes 
fine and smooth. Furthermore, it 
expands more in cooking than or- 
dinary whole wheat flour, so that 
an electron-treated loaf is 15 to 30 
per cent larger than the regular 
loaf. 

He is not so sure about how im- 
portant dehydrated foods will be 
after the war. They are very im- 
portant now, because two and a 
half ships can carry as much de- 
hydrated food as 10 ships can 
carry of rations that have not been 
dehydrated. Space demands after 
the war probably will not be as 
great as at present, but Dr. Kish- 
lar thinks that dehydrated soups, 
juices, fruits and vegetables taste 
as good as the regular’ kind, 
whether shipping space is plenti- 
ful or scarce, 
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The war has brought two great 
advances in the field of canning, 
he said. The first advance was 
made by electrodeposition of tin 
on the iron sheet, to replace the 
old and wasteful “hot dip” meth- 
od. This allows a given amount 
of tin to make a great many more 
cans than by the old method. The 
other great advance is®the devel- 
opment of glass that does not eas- 
ily crack during the sterilization 
process. Dr. Kishlar thinks tough 
glass will be used after the war in 
many canning fields formerly domi- 
nated by tin. 

He regards the man who prob- 
ably got the dirtiest deal from the 
history writers was the inventor 
of canning. He was a Paris chef 
named Nicholas Appert, who won 
a 12,000-franc prize offered by Na- 
poleon for a means to preserve 
food to feed the French armies. 
Appert discovered how to geal food 
in glass jars, and became the fa- 
ther of canning. But Dr. Kishlar 
points out, he is rembered now by 
only three lines in the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica.

NKLE beauty may be spoiled 

A by ankle puffiness, due to tight 
or ill-fitting shoes, weak feet, 

varicose veins or other causes. 


Shoes should fit well and have 
low heels for work and walking. 
If you have varicose veins, see 
your doctor about them, as they 
can often be improved by treat- 
ment. 


If the ankles are puffy at the 
end of the day, it may be because 
you have stood or sat too long in 
one position, so that the circula- 
tion in the legs was hindered. 
Move about, walk a few steps now 
and then, to help pump the blood 
along. 
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IF THE LEG and ankle bones 
themselves are thicker than aver- 
age they cannot be reduced by ex- 
ercise. However, exercises may 
help develop the muscles of the 


leg so that there ig more curving 
from ankle to calf. 

Make the feet and ankles look 
their best by walking with the toes 
pointed straight ahead. Toeing out 
makes the gait ungainly and spoils 
the line of the foot and ankle, 
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HERE ARE SOME FOOT and 
ankle exercises: they should help 
strengthen weak foot muscles, teo. 

1. Walk about the room for @ 
few minutes every night, with the 
toes turned under and the weight 
resting on the outer borders of 
the feet. 

2. Place a towel flat on the floor. 
Stand on it in your bare feet and 
pleat it with the toes. This works 
little-used toe and foot muscles and 
helps strengthen them. 

3. Cross the knees and move the 
toes of the free foot about in « 
circle as you're writing the 
letter “o” 10 times and repeat with 
the other foot.

Aga once represented India at the 
World Disarmament Conference, 
was president of the League of Na- 
tions, and his study of social and 
political conditions in his native 
land’ had considerable effect in 
the shaping of reforms under the 
India Act of 1919.

Magleano, who had one son, Prince

As a wedding gift the Aga gave 
his bride a $500,000 diamond, and 
an estate near Chambery, her 
The bride put a small 
donation in the poor box of her 
church, a check for $10,000. She 
did not give up her Catholic faith 
although they were later remar- 
ried in a Moslem ceremony. 
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HE new Begum -expressed a 

T strong desire to visit India 
some time but first one thing 
and then another came up. First 
it was the presentation at the 
Court of St. James, and then the 
presentation at a maternity hos- 
pital of the Aga’s second son, 
Sadri. What with one thing and 
another, the Aga and Befum 
eventually settled down in France. 
Now this marriage which started 
out with such fine prospects, the 
sentimental symbolism of the rac- 
ing colored wedding gown, the 
jeweled token. of esteem, has ended 
in divorce. The reasons for 
this are not quite clear. It may 


be that the Aga, who has lived 
in Switzerland since 1940 when 
the Nazis confiscated his prop- 
erty in France, has found a Swiss 
miss who gummed up the works. 
Or perhaps, since he has been 
temporarily cut off from most of 
his wealth, he decided that a wife 
who was on the official list of 
the Best Dressed Women in the 
world, was too much of a luxury. 


In 1940, when he fled to Swit- 
zerland, he announced that he had 
just enough money to live on for 
a year, However the year passed 
and the Aga continued to live. 


One thing is certain, at least, 
the Aga can still count on his 
faithful followers who buy phials 
of his bath water with a devotion 
equalled only by American fans 
who bought thousand dollar war 
bonds in order to get Frank Si- 
natra’s shorts and shirt. Another 
happy habit is their quaint old 
custom of paying the Aga his 
weight in gold annually. 

Some enterprising Ismailite add- 
ed a new touch to this pay-your- 
weight plan, in suggesting that on 
the occasion of his diamond jub- 
ilee, the Aga ghall be paid his 
weight in diamonds. This idea has 
been adopted and in 1945 will be 
carried out. The Aga, who in his 
younger days was a sleek, lithe 
Desert Song looking gent, tipped 
the scales at 237 pounds several 
years ago. Now he weighs 275 
pounds.

Dining in 
New York

NEW YORK, Oct. 2. 

S other sages and soothsayers 
Ape probably noted, the busi- 

ness of eating has never be- 
fore assumed such importance in 
the universal consciousness as it 
has suddenly achieved by becom- 
ing a somewhat precarious matter, 
and certainly luxury dining in pub- 
lic in the United States was never 
in the past what it has become 
with rationing and shortages, real 
and imagined, on the daily horizon. 
In the past both New Orleans and 
Sa. Francisco have enjoyed repu- 
tations, now for a variety of rea- 
sons slightly tarnished and frayed 
by circumstance, as meccas for 
gourmets, but as far as de luxe 
public dining is concerned, New 
York has never heard of a serious 
shortage of anything. If Father 
Knickerbocker could refrain from 
looking on the side of the menu 
that contains the price list, he 
would never have the slightest rea- 
gon, gastronomically, to know there 
was a war on. The prices are, of 
course, the tipoff, and local citi- 
zens, when they discover “a little 
place, my dear, where they have 
the most wonderful table d'hote 
lunch for only four dollars,” keep 
it strictly a secret between them- 
selves and their friends. 
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WITH THE EXCEPTION of a 
few imported items, it is safe to say 
there is no item of accustomed 
fare not available in unlimited 
quantities any day of the week in 
Manhattan's plush restaurants, and 
the indepencent restaurants, as dif- 
ferentiated from the hotel restau- 
rant or member of a restaurant 
chain, is having itself a heydey. 

During the winter and spring 
months, when there was reason to 
fear a substantial shortage of such 
foods as beef, butter and coffee, the 
individually owned and managed 
establishments contrived, quite 
legitimately and through judicious 
use of their points, to keep old 
customers happy and even attract 
new trade, while, generally speak- 
ing, hotel and chain restaurants, 
because of inept manage.nent and 
lack of interest in their business, 
chiseled on portions, chiseled on 
details and chiseled themselves 
into a bad way with the public. 
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Now they are, to a certain ex- 
tant, awere that they antagonized 
the public with watered coffee 
and invisible slabs of butter when 
there was no slightest necessity 
for it and are letting out screams 
of anguish, advocating legal 
curbs on their rivals and propos- 
ing preposterous limitations of 
menus. The public goes on eat- 
ing happily at private restau- 
rants, and the small restaura- 
teurs who run their own busi- 
nesses are enjoying the rewards 
of foresight, integrity and com- 
petence.

It is my understanding that 
a gourmet is one who goes out of 
his way in. search of fine things to 
eat and drink!” 

Now, that’s a fair question and 
deserves a fair answer. A true 
gourmet is one who searches 
about, among those foods and 
drinks which are to be had, picks 
this» and that, plans to combine 
them to create the most interesting 
menus, prepares this food carefully 
and in good taste, 

And then he thanks his lucky 
stars that he knows enough about 
good food to be able to make the 
most of what is available, eats 
thoughtfully—enjoying each indi- 
vidua] element.

And when one refers to pres- 
ent-day government rationing, 
may I say, in all sincerity, that 
it might be.a blessing for the 
entire nation if the practice were 
maintained even after victory? 
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HAVING TO PAY attention to 
the rules of rationing, we are com- 
pelled to learn more and more 
about correct eating. And the true 
gourmet is a careful and thought- 
ful student of correct eating. Find- 
ing ourselves curtailed here and 
restricted there, we are learning to 
make the most of what is avail- 
able.

MAY I ILLUSTRATE? Subject 
to individual variations and condi- 
tions, given the average normal 
American engaged in average phys- 
ical effort, a full vitamin diet 
works out about like this: 

For breakfast: A portion of well- 
ripéned fresh fruit or juice; a 
couple of eggs in any desired style, 
a helping of cereal with wheat 
germ and cream or milk; a slice of 
whole-wheat bread or toast and 
butter and a generous glass of 
whole milk. : 

For luncheon: A serving of meat

And then there are the tidbits 
which mean so much to the epi- 
cure and gourmet—the occasional 
basket of mushrooms, the bunches 
of crisp celery, the fresh fish and 
the exotic pickles and condiments 
and herbs and spices found in the 
“foreign language” sections of 
town. 

And then there are the low- 
point meat products—brains, 
sweetbreads, tripe, heart, tongue 
and other delicacies dear to the 
heart of the gourmet.

We go further and prowl 
around among the unusual ways 
to prepare all these foods, as,

mere thought of a couple of 
pounds of tripe will suggest a 
grand dinner menu.

Four eggs, one quart scalded 
milk, one-quarter teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
grated lemon rind, ground mace. 

Beat eggs slightly and add the 
scalded milk, salt and sugar. Strain 
and add lemon rind, Pour into cus- 
tard cups. and sprinkle a little 
mace on the top of each custard. 
Set cups in pan of hot water and 
bake in a slow oven (300 degrees 
F.) for 30 minutes, or until a sharp 
knife inserted in the center of one 


of the custards comes out clean. 
Remove from water and cool, then 
chill in refrigerator i desired. 
Serve in the cups with a spoonful 
of tart jelly or some sauce (orange, 
caramel, chocolate, strawberry, 
etc.).

Frank 
McGlynn, who played Abraham Lincoln with great success on the 
stage and screen, and the man whom all casting directors imme- 
diately think about when the Great Emancipator is to be portrayed, 
takes his similarity with deadly seriousness. He has played Lincoln 
twice in pictures during the past 18 months—both for mere bits. 

Whenever a script calls for a famous character, the casting 


director always has the proper party in mind. If it’s Gen. J. J. 


Pershing, the call goes out for Joe Girard, as it did in “Sergeant 

York.” U.S. Grant is invariably played by-Joe Crehan; Robert E. 

Lee by Moroni Olsen; Joseph Stalin by Manart Kippen (“Mission 

to Moscow”), and Cordell Hull by Charles Trowbridge, who gave a 

striking imitation of the Secretary of State in “Sergeant York.”

IEUTENANT-GENERAL MARK WAYNE CLARK, the tall, tough 
g chief of the American Fifth Army in Italy, is a man who is not 
impressed by obstacles. As leader of the unprecedented am- 
phibious operations against Salerno, where a superior enemy force, 
heavily armed and fully aware of the Allied plans, lay entrenched, 
General Clark proved the superiority of American soldiers and 
weapons against the best the Germans could offer. No stranger to 
daring, General Clark, by his successful smash against the Italian 


mainland, added to the story-book reputation he gained in paving © 


the way for the invasion of North Africa. A right-hand man to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, he is liked and respected by both British and Amer- 
ican commanders, desirable because the Fifth Army is made up of 
British and American units. Lord Louis Mountbatten, newly ap- 
pointed Allied commander-in-chief in the Southeastern Asia theater, 
once wrote to him: “If I had been allowed to select, from all the 
officers I have come in contact with, the two generals I would most 
like to work with in the days to come, I should have selected Gen- 
eral Eisenhower and yourself.’ General Clark, who served in the 
World War and then went through the various Army advanced 
schools, had become chief of staff of Army ground forces by 1942, 
and from this post was sent to England in command of all United 
States ground forces in the European theater under General Eisen- 
hower. He worked out details of the African invasion and then 
was smuggled into French North Africa by submarine and rubber 
boat to confer with French commanders. After the fall of North 
Africa, he began forming the Fifth Army, training it in the manner 
of the Rangers and Commandos. General Clark's physical propor- 
tions run to length—his nose is impressively long, his neck is long, 
his stride is long. His speech, however, is short and blunt. He looks 
and acts like a general. He likes fishing, long walks, comedy movies 
and Scotch whisky. He is an inept poker player. He was born May 
1, 1896, was graduated without distinction in 1917 from West Point, 
is married and has two children. His home is in Washington.

ETURN of Lord Beaverbrook to the British Cabinet as Lord Privy 
Seal has brought back into Prime Minister Churchill’s Govern- 
ment one of its most outspoken critics, who is also one of 

Churchill's most valued friends. The scope of his new office is flex- 
ible, and it is expected that the Prime Minister will find a wide range 
of employment for the abilities of this energetic little man who 
worked his way from an impoverished boyhood to wealth, power 
and the peerage. There is an inclination to attach special signifi- 
cance to his appointment because of his stanch championship of 
the Soviet Union and the fact that he began clamoring for a second 
— in Western Europe nearly a year and a half ago. Beaver- 

rook (William Maxwell Aitken) was born in Canada, one of nine 
children of a Presbyterian cler an. He sold newspapers as a 
boy, worked at various small jobs, finally struck the road to riches 
as secretary to a financier. At 31, already a multimillionaire and 
noted in corporation finance, he moved to England, was soon elected 
to Parliament and knighted. In the World War he was commis- 
sioned a lieutenant-colonel, and served first at the front as an ob- 
server, then as Minister of Information, in the latter post proving 
himself a master of propaganda. He was made a baron after help- 
ing advance the political fortunes of Lloyd George. He bought 
control of the London Daily Express when it was small and unprofit- 
able, and built it into a tremendous and prosperous paper. During 
the present war he has served the Churchill Government succes- 
sively as Minister of Aircraft Production, Minister of State, Minister 
of Supply and Minister of Production, and has carried out missions 
to Washington and Moscow, He retired from the Government about 
18 months ago.

HE appointment of white-haired, 42-year-old Edward R. Stettinius 

Jr. as Under Secretary of State to replace Sumner Welles came 

as a surprise to Washington observers, who hadn't heard the 
name of the Lend-Lease Administrator mentioned in this connection. 
The son of a former St. Louisan, Stettinius, who became chairman 
of the board of the United States Steel Corporation before his fortieth 
birthday, worked his way through wartime Washington with a com- 
bination of suavity, tact, earnestness and sense of humor. In June, 
1940, he resigned his various positions with United States Steel, gave 
up a salary of $100,000 a year, and went to Washington as a dollar- 
a-year man on the Council of National Defense. He became chair- 
man of the War Resources Board and later chairman of the priorities 
board of the Office of Production Management. Harry Hopkins, 
recognizing his ability to inspire teamwork, persuaded Stettinius to 
take over the responsibilities of lend-lease, and also persuaded him 
to accept a salary of $10,000 a year. In speaking of the lend-lease 


organization he said recently: “We are all down here to do a job 


and win the war and when it’s over we intend to go back to what- 
ever we were doing before.’ When he became lend-lease admin- 
istrator he was urged by some of his friends to publicize himself, to 
make speeches pointing out his own worth. His reply was: ‘If I'm 
any good, then results will show it, and, if I’m not, I should get out.” 
He works from 8:30 a. m. to 6 p. m. daily with numerous telephone 
calls after dinner, makes scores of memorandums, frequently fires . 
assistants. Stettinius’ career has been similar in many respects to 
that of his father, Edward Sr., a self-made Morgan partner who was 
left an orphan in St. Louis, brought up by the Jesuits, made and lost 
a fortune as a boy wonder operator in the Chicago wheat pit, came 
to the attention of, the House of Morgan through his direction of the 
Diamond Match Company, and, ‘in 1915, was named purchasing 
agent for the Allies. The new Under Secretary is married and has 


three sons. The family lives quietly in Washington.
